A  Growing  Society 

The  annual  meeting  of  Boots'  United  Chemise  Pension 
Fund  and  Friendly  Society  and  Boots  Co-operative 
Insurance  and  Pension  Society,  Ltd. ,  was  held  at  157- 
162  Western  Road.  Brighton, 'on  March  20.  The  Hon. 
.J.  C.  Boot  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  committee  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Hilton, 
secretary.  There  were  present  about  120  members  of 
the  qualified  staff  from  Brighton  and  the  South  Coast 
areas.  Commenting  on  the  balance  sheet,  Mr.  Boot 
pointed  out  that  the  combined  funds  had  grown  by  over 
£30,000,  and  that  the  combined  total  was  now  over 
£350,000.  The  Society  was  steadily  growing.  The 
balance  sheet  disclosed  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs, 
and  there  was  no  reason  why  at  the  end  of  the  next 
general  meeting  period  the  valuation  should  not  enable 
them  still  further  to  increase  the  basic  pension.  With 
general  progress  the  pension  could  steadily  become 
greater.  The  societies  might  have  made  big  promises,  as 
many  other  societies  had  done,  and  then  find  themselves 
unable  to  fulfil  those  promises.  In  their  own  case  they 
had  started  with  a  moderate  promise  Avhich  was  justifi- 
able and  justified  by  the  accounts. 

Inquests 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  the  West  Suffolk  Hospital, 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  on  March  27,  concerning  the  deatli 
of  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Jackson,  engineer,  who  had  been  a 
patient  in  a  private  ward.  Evidence  showed  that  he  was 
given  a  teaspoonful  of  brandy  mixed  with  "  three  or 
four  times  that  amount  "  of  what  was  thought  by  the 
nur.s©  to  be  water  but  was  a  l-in-80  solution  of  carbolic 
acid.  He  died  next  day.  Dr.  Jolm  Wright,  Cambridge, 
who  made  a  post-mortem  examination,  said  the  cause  of 
death  was  heart  failure.  The  carbolic  acid  solution 
would  not  contribute  to  his  death.  A  verdict  of  "  Death 
from  natural  causes  "  was  given,  and  the  jury  expressed 
the  view  that  more  care  should  be  taken  in  the  wards  of 
the  hospital. 

The  I.slington  (London)  coroner  opened,  on  April  1,  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Walter  W.  Archer,  aged  seven, 
who,  it  was  stated,  died  after  taking  an  overdose  of 
grey  powders  which  had  been  supplied  from  St. 
iJartholomew's  Hospital.  Sir  Bernard  Spilsbuiy  said 
that  he  had  seen  the  prescription  for  the  grey  powders. 
He  did  not  think  that  two  grey  powders  would  seriously 
affect  the  child.  If,  however,  he  took  a  large  quantity 
they  might  do.  Tliere  were  one  or  two  cases  of  death 
through  taking  grey  powders  on  record.  In  this  case 
death  was  due  to  acute  colitis.  Asked  by  the  coroner 
if  that  might  have  been  caused  by  food  poisoning.  Sir 
Bernard  said  that  it  might  have  been  due  to  infection  or 
to  poisoning  by  mercury.  It  would  help  him  if  he  knew 
whether  tliere  was  any  mercury  in  the  body.  The 
inquest  was  adjourned  for  an  analysis  to  be  made. 

Liverpool 

.  The  advisability  of  taking  legal  action  against  persons 
'  who  order  prints  of  their  films  from  chemists  and  then 
fail  to  call  for  them  is  being  discussed  in  many  quarters. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  £15  was  done  to  the  plate- 
glass  window  of  the  Victoria  Pharmacy,  owned  by  Mr. 
Edwin  Lawrence,  97  Mount  Pleasant.  At  the  Liverpool 
Police  Court  the  culprit  was  ordered  to  pay  £17. 

While  some  of  the  city  chemists  have  been  fairly  busy, 
tlie  suburban  shops  report  things  rather  quiet,  one  chemist 
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ascribing  this  to  Eastertide  beginning  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  Holiday  photographic  business,  however,  has  boen 
good. 

Eighty  Part  II  students  of  the  Liverpool  School  of 
Pharmacy  paid  a  visit  to  the  laboratories  of  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  on  March  21.  Divided  into 
three  parties,  they  were  conducted  through  the  works 
by  Messrs.  Sendall  {director)j  Hanson  and  Turner.  They 
were  afterwards  entertained  to  tea  at  the  Bear's  Paw 
Eestaurant.  Mr.  T.  Edward  Lescher  presided.  The 
principal  (Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones)  propose-l,  and  Mr. 
Wolfe,  one  of  the  students,  seconded  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  company  :  it  was  carried  with  musical  honours.  Mr. 
Lescher  and  Mr.  Brinson  responded,  and  expressed  on 
behalf  of  _their  fellow  directors  the  -pleasure  it  was  to 
be  of  service,  and  hoped  the  visit  would  prove  of  educa- 
tional value.  The  students  were  invited  to  write  a 
descriptive  essay  of  what  they  had  heard  and  seen,  and 
three  prizes  in  the  form  of  books  will  be  awarded.

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Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists" 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at 
475  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  on  March  30,  Mr. 
J.  E.  French  in  the  chair. 

A  letter  was  received  intimating  that  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association  had  taken  steps  at  the  instigation 
of  the  R.P.U.  to  protect  the  interest  of  chemist  photo- 
graphic dealers  who  have  purchased  their  supplies  through 
the  wholesale  trade. 

A  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  read  regard- 
ing the  supply  by  chemists  of  Fehling's  solution  when 
ordered  on  N.H.I,  prescriptions;  the  solution  is  to  be 
supplied  ready  mixed  for  use  by  the  patient.  Only  the 
solution  has  been  scheduled. 

The  attention  of  the  Executive  was  directed  to  the 
fact  that  a  Pricing  Bureau  had  through  the  Insurance 
Committee  charged  a  chemist  with  a  small  sum  purport- 
ing to  represent  the  extra  cost  of  pricing  prescriptions 
for  October  to  December  1928  which  had  not  heen  sent 
to  the  Bureau  until  February  1929.  '  Attention  was 
directed  to  the  fact  that  on  the  back  of  each  chemist's 
account  form  there  is  a  warning  that  such  a  charge 
would  be  made  for  late  prescriptions.  The  point  raised 
before  the  E.xecutive  was  that  the  charge  was  arbitrarily 
fixed,  and  the  chemist  was  not,  apparently,  given  any 
opportunity  of  e.xplaining  or  justifying  his  omission  to 
despatch  the  prescriptions  at  the  right  time.  The  E.xecu- 
tive decided  to  inform  the  IMinistry  of  Health  that  while 
they  recognised  the  inconvenience  caused  by  late  pre- 
scriptions and  did  not  wish  to  justify  any  carelessness 
in  this  connection,  they  were  of  opinion  that  before  any 
chemist  was  charged  with  the  extra  cost,  the  complaint 
against  him  shonld  be  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  for  them  to  investigate  and  report. 

The  secretary  reported  that  in  view  of  certain  result.^ 
,hc-  had  instituted  an  inquiry  into  the  keeping  properties 
of  packet  dressings,  such  as  carbolic  and  iodoform 
gauzes.  The  conclusions  arrived  at  were  that  unless  the 
dressings  were  freshly  prepared  they  could  not  conform 
to  the  B.P.C.  standard.  Many  samples  of  carbolic  giiuie 
were  found  to  be  entirely  devoid  of  carbolic  acid, 
although  not  in  any  sense  ojd  stock.  The  Executive 
decided  to  communicate  with  the  Ministry  of  Healtli. 

C.D.A.  Matters 

The  secretaTy  reported  that  tliere  were  seven  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeing,  but  three  of  these  miglit 
be  considered  closed.  The  remaining  cases  were  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  secretary.  Eight  new  cases  had  arisen 
during  the  month,  of  which  four  had  been  settled. 


Branch  Meetings 

Manchester. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch  was  held 
on  March  27,  Mr.  D.  Dickson  in  the  chair.  The  report  01' 
the  secretaiy  was  read,  and  was  considered  very  satis- 
factory. One  feature  was  the  active  manner  in  which  the 
Branch  had  bi'ought  to  the  notice  of  headquarters  the 
menace  of  the  co-operative  societies.  The  treasurer's 
report  and  balance  sheet  was  read.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Nidd  paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  secre- 
tary (I\[r.  T.  Miller).  The  reports  were  adopted, 
and  a  vote  -of  thanks  to  the  chairman  was 
passed.  The  following  resolutions  were  passed  unani- 
mously:—(1)  That  the  subscription  of  the  R.P.U.  should 
be  increased  by  a  sum  sufficient  to  include  membership  of 
the  local  branches,  and  that  the  additional  amount  be 
remitted  to  the  local  branches  for  organisation  puiijoses. 
(2)  That  the  Manchester,  Salford  and  District  Branch  of 
the  R.P.U.  expresses  its  satisfaction  at  the  financial  results 
of  N.H.I.  dispensing  service  for  1928,  and  records  its 
appreciation  of  the  great  and  persistent  efforts  made  by 
the  R.P.U.  throughout  the  year  to  bring  this  about.  (3) 
That  this  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford  and  District 
Branch  of  the  R.P.U.  protests  against  any  special  pack 
of  proprietaries  supplied  to  chemists  and  popularised  by 
them  being  supplied  to  co-operative  stores,  as  they  are 
all  subject  to  dividend.  If  makers  wish  to  supply  their 
goods  to  co-operative  stores  the  pack  should  not  be  a 
colourable  imitation  of  the  pack  supplied  to  chemists  and 
should  not  carry  with  it  any  similar  show  material. 
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South  African  News

The  Union 

Exports  of  both  medicinal  and  toilet  preparations 
from  the  United  States  to  South  Africa  have  shown 
appreciable  increase  during  the  past  seven  years.  Con- 
crete evidence  of  the  successful  penetration  of  this 
market  by  American  manufacturers  is  revealed  in.  a  com- 
munication from  Trade  Commissioner  S.  H.  Day, 
Johannesburg,  Avherein  he  states  that  a  local  manufac- 
turer's representative  recently  stated  that  he  had  been 
quite  successful  in  placing  an  American  tooth  paste  in 
the  South  African  market.  This  dentifrice  is  probably 
now  the  third  largest  selling  American  tooth  paste  in  the 
South  African  market. 

Weights  and  Measures  Regulations.— Section  20  of 
Part  2  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Regulations  is  as 
follows  : — No  person  shall  (a)  Sell  or  oifer  for  sale  any 
benzin.  creosote,  creosote  substitute,  or  any  preservative 
wood  stain,  lubricating  oil,  methylated  spirit,  motor 
spirit,  olive  oil,  paraffin  oil,  turpentine  substitute,  or 
turpentine  varnish,  other  than  by  measure  of  capacity.

This 
regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  article  specified  therein 
when  in  bottles  or  tins  containing  less  than  five  fluid 
ounces.

Re  Henry  Matthew  Alleyn,  42  Harrington  Gardens, 
S.W.— This  debtor  attended  recently  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Warmington  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  public 
examination  upon  accounts  showing  liabilities  £4,654 
against  assets  expected  to  produce  £115.  He  stated  that 
a  previous  failure  was  recorded  against  him  in  July

Then  in  October  1924  he  formed  Prunol  Foreign  Pro- 
prietary Ltd.,  with  a  nominal  capital  of  £5,000,  and 
sold  to  this  company  the  foreign  rights  in  his  recipe, 
prescription,  etc.,  for  £100  in  cash  and  10,000  Is. 
ordinary  shares ;  he  acted  as  director  of  the  company, 
but  received  nothing  for  his  services  after  August  1927. 
He  attributed  his  insolvency  to  the  failure  of  Prunol, 
Ltd.,  heavy  medical  expenses,  and  to  lack  of  regular 
income  since  early  in  1927.    The  meeting  was  concluded.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  was  held  on  March  20  in  the  Grand  Central 
Hotel,  Belfast,  the  president  (Mr.  D.  A.  Taylor)  in 
the  chair.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from 
Messrs.  S.  Dale  (Londonderry),  S.  J.  Hudson,  G. 
Hamilton,  Jas.  Guiler,  R.  I.  Edwards,  and  J.  Macauley. 

Annual  Reports 

Mr.  W.  J.  Stevenson  read  the  report,  which  included 
the  following  : — ■ 

The  Committee  once  .again  desires  to.  thank  all  the  mem- 
bers for  their  supporft  during  the  year  and  conitinued  loyalty 
to  the  Association.  There  were  fourteen  committee  meet- 
ings held,  at  which  /the  attendance  was  good.  The  member- 
shif.  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

Reference  wais  m^ad©  last  year^.to  the  request  to  .the  Belfast 
Coirporation  for  a.n  Earlier  Gloising  Order.  A  requesit  was 
sent  to  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  asking  them  to 
revoke  the  previous  Order  of  1912,  and  substitute  therefor 
the  'hours  as  .specified.  The  Council  .  .  .  duly  granted  .the 
new  Order,  which  came  into  force  on  August  10,  1928.  Your 
Committee  has  been  fastonished  .ait  the  attitude  of  some  mem- 
beie  in  carrying  out  this  Order.  Perhaps  the  itime  at  which 
the  Order  came  into  force  was  inappropriate,  aiHthough  this 
w-as  not  the  fault  of  your  Committee,  who  spent  a.  great 
amount  of  time  in  coafei-ence  with  the  officials  at  the  City 
Hall  and  elsewhere. 

Your  Committee  regrets  .fchait  some  members  use  tria'din.g 
stamps  as  a  so.urce  of  ^advertising ;  .this,  in  its  opinion, 
-amounts  to  a  discount,  and  is  against  the  paiincipleis  of  the 
Assooiaition. 

With  regard  to  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons,  it  is  regretted  that  in  some  instances  licences  have 
been  gxarated  to  other  traders,  although  there  were  chemists 
in  the  same  town.  Pressure  ought  to  be  brought  on  the 
Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  to  ensure  that  .the  chemist  is  the 
proper  channel  far  thei  ©aile  of  weed-killers  and  sheep-idip 
dressings. 

The  question  of  imqualified  men  trading  in  poisonous 
drugs  and  proprietary  articles  was  discussed.  A  deputation 
dnterviewed  the  iiegLstrar,  who  gave  his  interpretation  of  the 
Poisouis  Act  .as  it  stands  at  present.  It  w-as  evident  th;at  the 
Poisonis  Act  required  'to  be  revised  to  meet  the  exigencies 
of  licentiates  in  Northern  Ireland.  .Subsequently,  a  deputa- 
tion was  appointed  to  interview  itihe  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  this  miatter. 

Yo.ur  Committee,  in  conjuaiotion  with  the  Norwegian 
com.mittee  for  the  promotion  of  the  consumption  of  cod- 
Uver  oil.  issued  a  number  of  advertisements  in  .the  public 
Press,  especially  at  the  influenza  perio.d,  on  the  use  of  cod- 
liver  oil  and  other  preparations. 

Your  Committee  ha«  taken  a  ballot  in  the  prescribed 
method,  and  recommends  the  appointing  of  new  members  to 
the  Committee,  who  w;iU  bring  forward  new  ideas  derived 
from  actual  .experience,  so  that  we  may  derive  greater 
advantages  from  a  closer  contact  with  'the  best  minds  in  the 
drug  business, 

Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin  (treasurer)  submitted  the  financial 
statement,  which  was  of  a  satisfactory  nature. 

The  Pbesident,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  reports, 
said  his  year  of  office  had  passed  very  quickly.  The 
work  had  been  well  done,  thanks  to  the  support  of  the 
Committee  and  the  secretary.  During  the  year  they 
had  sent  dejsutations  to  Lurgan  and  Lisburn  with  a  view 
to  adjusting  local  differences.  They  had  lost  by  death 
Mr.  Tate.  Mr.  Morris,  Mr.  Manson,  Mr.  Walker,  and 
Mr.  Cherry.  He  was  glad  to  see  Mr.  Lancashire  and 
Mr.  Abernethy  back  with  them,  and  to  know  that  Mr. 
Gniler  was  back  to  business  again.  Progress  had  been 
made  with  the  amalgamation  scheme,  which  they  hoped 
would  be  an  accomplished  fact  ere  long.  The  Closing 
Order  had  not  been  received  too  well  by  some  members, 
who  appai'ently  thought  it  was  not  necessary  to  close. 
Something  would  have  to  be  done  to  protect  the  trade 
from  the  sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified  persons.  He 
understood  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  considering 
the  matter,  and  he  hoped  their  conclusions  would  be  of 
advantage  to  the  trade.  The  president  condemned  the 
use  of  trading  stamps  as  contrary  to  the  basis  of  the 
Association.  LTnity  in  the  trade  was  never  more  needed 
than  at  present,  when  so  many  new  shops  were  opening 


and  opposition  was  forthcoming  from  otiier  sources.  Th« 
president,  in  conclusion,  thanked  Mr.  Stevenson  and  th« 
Committee  for  tlieir  great  heliD  during  the  year. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Haedy,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said  tlie 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  had  been  up  against 
the  issue  of  licences  to  unqualified  persons  for  the  sale 
of  poisons.  They  had  taken  action  with  the  Home  Office, 
and  hoped  that  good  results  would  follow.  He  was  in 
favour  of  amalgamation,  as  there  were  too  many  organ- 
isations in  Northern  Ireland.  He  wished  to  congratulat-e 
the  president  on  his  conduct  of  tlie  business  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  H.  Johnston  criticised  the  expenditure  as  being 
rather  high.  Too  many  members  were,  he  thought,  a 
law  unto  themselves  in  the  matter  of  prices.  There 
should  be  a  visiting  committee  to  prevent  price  cutting. 

Mr.  Ceail  said  that  Jlr.  Johnston  had  no  idea  of  the 
amount  of  work  that  was  gone  through. 

Mr.  H.  Lancashiee  congratulated  the  president  and 
secretary  on  their  work  during  the  year.  The  expendi- 
ture was  very  small,  considering  what  had  been 
accomplished. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Mann  thought  that  the  Early  Closing 
Order  was  chaos,  for  almost  everybody  was  keeping 
open,  be  it  legitimately  or  illegitimately.  There  was,  in 
fact,  a  movement  to  revert  to  the  old  hours. 

Mr.  Fred  Storey  said  that  the  settlement  of  the  amaL 
gamation  scheme  was  only  a  matter  of  arranging  a  few 
details.    He  no.ped  there  would  be  no  cutting  of  prices. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson  said  the  results  from  the  advertis- 
ing campaign  were  such  that  they  should  spend  more 
in  that  way. 

The   PEE,siDENr   remarked    that    complaints   of  price 
cutting  could  not  be  investigated  unless  they  were  made. 
The  reports  were  adopted. 

Election  of  Officers  and  Committee 

The  President  proposed  the  election  of  Mr.  John 
Adams  as  his  successor  in  the  chair.  He  would  be  the 
right  man  in  the  right  place,  and  was  very  energetic  in 
everything  lie  undertook. 

Mr.  JIann  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  passed  by 
acclamation. 

Mr.  Adams  took  the  chair  and  returned  thanks,  obseiv- 
ing  that  he  felt  the  importance  of  the  position,  and 
would  do  his  best  to  carry  out  the  aims  and  objects 
of  the  Association. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Abernethy  was  appointed  senior  vice-presi- 
dent, and  Mr.  James  McDowell  junior  vice-president. 
Mr.  S.  Dale  (Londonderry)  and  Mr.  Taylor  were  added 
to  the  list  of  honorary  vice-presidents,  Mr.  Adams  stating 
that  had  Mr.  Dale  been  able  to  attend  the  meetings  he 
would  have  been  elected  president.

R.  Andrew,  Mr.  James  McDowell,  Mr.  Taylor  and 
Mr.  John  jNIcDowell  took  part,  expressing  the  view  that 
as  window  displays  give  manufacturers  facilities  for 
showing  off  their  articles,  a  substantial  fee  should  be 
paid.  Mr.  Storey  pointed  out  tliat  there  was  a  great 
difference  of  position  of  windows  in  the  city. 
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Government  Purchases  of 
Stamped  Medicines 

It  is  rather  diverting  to  realise  that  the  British  Govern- 
ment is  one  of  the  largest  patrons  of  the  proprietary 
medicine  business.  The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise 
publish  figures  showing  the  income  derived  from  the 
sale  of  medicine  stamps,  but  the  Minister  of  Health  does 
not,  with  the  same  candour,  advertise  the  amount  which 
his  Department  spends  on  the  proprietary  articles  Tvhich 
bear  these  stamps.  A  comparison  of  some  of  the  statis- 
tics relating  to  these  matters  is  of  interest. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  cost  of  medicines  supplied  to 
the  persons  who  benefit  under  the  National  Insurance 
scheme  is  gi'eatly  increased  because  proprietary  remedies 
are  prescribed  in  considerable  numbers  by  Insurance 
practitioners.  Probably  a  moderate  estimate  of  the 
proportion  which  prescriptions  for  such  medicaments  bear 
to  the  total  number  of  prescriptions  issued  is  about 
5  per  cent.  A  !Ministiy  of  Health  report  states  that 
during  the  year  1927  the  total  number  of  Insurance 
prescriptions  dispensed  by  chemists  was  over  56,500,000 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  figures  given  in  the  1929 
C.  <£•  D.  Diary  show  that  the  total  value  of  medicine 
stamps  sold  in  1927  was  over  £1,285,000.  If,  therefore, 
we  -adopt  the  5  per  cent,  estimate  for  proprietary  Insur- 
ance prescriptions,  and  also  aUow  an  average  value  of 
4d.  each  for  every  medicine  stamp  sold,  we  may  accept 
as  approximately  accurate  a  deduction  that  the  total 
value  of  the  stamps  bought  at  face  value  during 
1927  by  the  Ministry,  of  Health  was  about  £50,COO. 
In  other  words,  the  Ministry  provided  4  per  cent, 
of  the  income  which  the  Board  of  Customs  derived 
from  this  source.  It  is  well  known  that  the  cost 
of  the  stamps  on  a  proprietary  medicine  is  passed  on 
to  the  retail  purchaser  by  the  manufacturer.  There  is, 
therefore,  an  element  of  humour  in  the  situation  when  it 
is  understood  that,  although  the  Government  sells  the 
stamps  to  the  manufacturer  in  the  first  instance,  it  buys 
4  per  cent,  of  them  back  at  the  same  price  when  they 
are  affixed  to  the  manufactured  article,  so  that  aU  the 
labour  and  expense  entailed  by  doing  £50,000  worth  cf 
business  through  the  post  offices  is  undone  or  cancelled 
at  similar  expense  and  trouble  by  other  business  trans- 
acted through  the  chemists'  shops. 

An  Estimate 

But  the  Government  does  better  than  this  even,  for 
not  only  does  It  buy  the  stamps  back  from  the  manu- 
facturer, but  it  buys  his  medicine  as  weU — and  at  his 
own  price.  In  fact,  if  again  we  adopt  a  conservative 
estimate  and  reckon  one  shilling  as  the  ingredient  cost 
of  each  prescription  for  a  proprietary  medicament,  the 
Government  puts  £150,000  per  year  into  the  pockets  of 
the  proprietary-medicine  makers.  If  we  go  one  step 
further  and  add  the  cost  of  the  dispensing  fee  and  any 
out-of-pocket  expenses  to  the  ingredient  cost  and  the 
price  of  the  stamp,  it  would  not  be  stretching  prob- 
ability too  far  to  say  that  the  British  Government  spends 
a_  quarter  of  a  million  annually  on  the  proprietaiy  medi- 
cines it  employs  in  the  treatment  of  Insurance  patients. 

It  has  been  found  possible  in  the  past  to  secure 
exemption  from  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Poison 
and  Pharmacy  Acts  and  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  for 
prescriptions  issued  to  insured  persons.  Would  it  not  be 
possible,  similarly,  to  exempt  these  prescriptions  from 
the  operations  of  the  iledicine  Stamp  Acts  and  allow  pro- 
prietary preparations  so  prescribed  to  go  free  from 
stamp  duty?  If  this  could  be  done,  a  substantial  amount 
of  money_  would  be  released  for  other  pui-poses ;  in  fact, 
the  chemists'  fund  might  be  made  permanently  solvent. 
The  Government  long  ago  ceased  to  spend  money  on 
bottles ;  why  should  they  continue  to  deplete  the  'fund 
by  buying  medicine  stamps,  which  have  no  useful  part 
in  medical  treatment  ?  As  a  matter  of  curiositv,  one  might 
perhaps  formulate  half  a  dozen  questions  bearing  on  thin 
subject  for  an  imaginaiy  Member  to  put  to  an  imaginary 
-'Hmister  of  Health  in  the  House  of  Commons.

(3;  How  much  was  spent  by  the  Government  in  1927  in 
treating  insured  persons  with  remedies  of  which  the  com- 
position was  imknown  to  the  doctors  who  prescribed  them? 

(4)  What  was  the  totaj  cost  to  the  Government  in  1927  of 
the  various  proprietary  gland  tablets  supplied  to  Insurance 
p&tients? 

(5)  Is  it  not  still  a  matter  of  doubt  whether  preparations  of 
organic  substances  administered  in  tablet  form  by  the  mouth 
have  .my  real  therapeutic  value  ? 

(6)  \\'hat  was  the  average  price  per  pound  paid  by  the 
Gcn-ernment  in  1927  for  ordinary  liquid  paraflBn  marketed 
LU.der  fancy  namra,  and  how  many  gallons  were  purchased 
in  this  way  ? 

An  economically  minded  taxpayer  might  be  forgiven 
for  indulging  in  a  pensive  moment  after  studying  some 
of  these  figures,  and  the  chemist  whose  bills  were  not 
paid  in  full  might  be  led  to  wonder  whether  something 
could  not  be  done  about  it. — CimiOTJS.  (28/3). 


Arara-Nut  Oil 

Brazili.vn  interests  are  directing  the  attention  of  British 
oil-seed  crushers  to  a  possible  new  source  of  oil,  and 
in  the  "  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  Institute,"  No.  4,  1928, 
are  published  the  results  of  the  examination  of  a  sample 
of  nuts  which  was  recently  sent  to  the  Imperial  Institute 
for  investigation.  The  nuts  were  those  of  Joanntsia 
heveoides,  Ducke  (N.O.  Euphorbiaceae),  and  are  known 
in  Brazil  as  "  Castanha  de  Arara."  A  previous  sample 
of  Arara  nuts  apparently  representing  the  same  species 
was  examined  at  the  Imperial  Institute  in  1924.  Accord- 
ing to  Teixeira's  "  Oleos  Vegetaes  Brasileiros,"  /.  heve- 
oides is  a  large  tree  occurring  in  the  Oyapoe  region  and 
the  middle  Tapajoz  Eiver  district.  The  fruit  is  a  three- 
celled,  dehiscent  capsule,  with  a  single  seed  ("  nut  ")  in 
each  chamber  and  closely  resembles  that  of  Hevea  brasi- 
liensis,  but  is  much  larger.  The  fruit  ripens  from 
December  to  April.  The  present  sample  consisted  of 
large,  dark  bro^vn,  oval  nuts  (seeds),  from  2  to  2^  inches 
in  length,  and  from  If  to  1|  inch  in  diameter;  the 
shell  had  a  thickness  of  -jo  to  ^  inch.  The  nuts  were 
composed  of  shell  55.2  per  cent,  and  kernel  44.8  per 
cent.  The  average  weight  of  the  nut  was  53.8  gm., 
and  that  of  the  kernel  24.1  gm.,  as  compared  with  59.7 
and  27.6  gm.  respectively  in  the  case  of  the  earlier 
sample.  The  kernels  were  found  to  contain  4.6  per 
cent,  of  moisture,  and  to  yield,  on  extraction  with  Ught 
petroleum,  58.6  per  cent,  of  oil,  corresponding  to  a 
yield  of  61.4 "  per  cent,  expressed  on  the  moisture-free 
kernels.  The  kernels  of  the  Arara  nuts  examined  in 
1924  contained  6.0  per  cent,  of  moisture  and  furnished 
57.3  per  cent,  of  oil,  equivalent  to  51.0  per  cent,  in 
the  moistm-e-free  kernels.  The  oil  as  extracted  by 
light  petroleum  was  a  pale  yellow  liquid,  with  a 
pleasant  nutty  odour.  It  was  found  to  have  the  follow- 
ing constants,  to  which  are  added  for  comparison  those 
obtained  for  the  earlier  sample.

A  thin  film  of  the  oil  exposed  on  glass  required  eleven 
days  to  dry,  as  compared  with  twelve  days  for  the 
sample  examined  in  1924,  and  eight  days  for  linseed  oil. 
The  residual  meal,  left  after  extraction  of  the  kernels 
with  light  petroleum  was  a  pale  cream-coloured  powder, 
with  a  faintly  bitter  taste  and  an  odour  somewhat 
resembling  that  of  castor  oil.  The  meal  was  found  to 
contain  a  substance  or  substances  of  an  alkaloidal  nature. 
From  these  results  it  is  concluded  that  the  kernels 
furnish  a  high  percentage  of  an  oil  which  could  bo 
readily  employed  in  soap-making.  The  oil  has  "  semi- 
drj-ing,"  properties,  and  might  possibly  be  of  use,  after 
"  Ijoiling,"  for  paint-manufacture  in  admixture  with  Hn- 
seed  oil.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  kernels  may  possess 
toxic  properties  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  oil,  as 
obtained  by  expression,  could  be  employed  for  edible 
purposes  and  physiological  trials  would  be  necessary  to 
determine  this  point.  The  residual  meal,  rich  in  protein, 
resembles  soya  bean  meal  in  general  composition.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III 

In  Your  Survey 

of  the  activities  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (0.  A  D.,  March  30,  p.  393),  you 
were  well  advised  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  Council  are  often  sadly  lacking  in 
information.  We  can  only  surmise  that  many 
things  of  interest  to  all  of  us  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Council,  no  doubt  in  an  eminently  satisfactory  manner^ 
but  unfortuna.tely  without  any  public  record.  This  indi- 
cates a  weakness  in  the  Society's  arrangements  for 
propaganda  work,  and  it  ought  to  receive  the  attention 
of  the  Organisation  Committee.  We  who  ar«  members  of 
the  Society  are  surely  entitled  to  know  not  only  that  the 
Council  is  fully  occupied  with  business  of  importance, 
but  also  what  that  business  is,  when  it  is  not  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  would  be  dangerous  or  indiscreet  to  mak-e 
any  disclosure.  It  is  not  unhealthy  curiosity  that  influ- 
ences those  who  want  to  know,  but  a  desire  to  have 
confirmation  of  wliat  many  believe  to  be  the  fact,  that 
the  Council  as  a  whole  is  worthy  of  our  continued 
confidence. 

Useful  Points 

were  brought  out  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin  in  the 
course  of  his  recent  talk  on  some  problems  in  dispensing 
(C.  <£•  D.,  March  30,  p.  373).  It  is  the  first  time,  within 
my  recollection,  that  attention  has  been  directed  to  the 
fatigue  factor  as  possibly  accounting  for  errors  in 
National  Health  Insurance  disjDensing.  With  the  great 
bulk  of  the  prescriptions  arriving  and  liaving  to  be  dis- 
pensed at  the  end  of  the  business  day,  it  should  not  be 
surprising  if  dispensers  are  not  always  so  alert  as  they 
might  be.  As  Mr.  Jenkin  put  it,  the  mind  does  not 
function  so  rapidly  towards  the  close  of  the  hours  of 
service ;  and  there  is  an  instinctive,  if  subconscious,  feel- 
ing that  haste  is  more  necessary  than  it  would  have  been 
earlier  in  the  day.  It  is,  I  think,  putting  it  too  strongly 
to  state  that  carelessness  is  apt  to  develop,  because  care- 
lessness hardly  seems  the  right  word  to  use.  Speeding 
up  in  dispensing  is,  however,  always  likely  to  induce  a 
certain  amount  of  flurry,  with  the  result  that  there  is 
increased  risk  of  errors  of  omission  and  commission.  The 
mind  becomes  overloaded  with  detail  at  a  time  when 
the  brain,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  body,  is  suffer- 
ing from  fatigue,  and  it  is  not  altogether  surprising  that 
some  of  the  innumerable  mattem  of  detail  encountered 
in  the  course  of  dispensing  many  prescriptions  should  be 
misinterpreted  on  occasion.  Another  useful  point  made 
by  Mr.  Jenkin  was  that  stock  solutions  should  preferably 
be,  all  of  one  standard  strength  and  that  not  too  concen- 
trated. There  is  a  great  temptation  to  make  stock 
solutions  as  strong  as  possible,  but  variability  in  the 
degree  of  concentration  is  apt  to  lead  to  error,  particu- 
larly when  the  dispenser  is  in  a  hurry.  It  also  seems  to 
me  unwise  to  make  stock  solutions  which  are  not  likely 
to  be  used  up  quickly,  as  the  tendency  to  evaporation  of 
the  solvent  and  consequent  increase  in  the  concentration 
of  the  solution  naturally  becomes  more  pronounced. 

A  Good  Case, 

according  to  Mr.  H.  Brindle,  can  be  made  out 
for  the  preparation  of  more  galenicals  than  are  usually 
made  in  most  pharmacies  at  the  present  time  {0.  &  D., 
March  30,  p.  373),  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  a  better 
professional  spirit  must  prevail  among  chemists  and 
druggists  before  anything  like  general  practice  in  this 
respect  is  reverted  to.  The  present-day  tendency  is  to 
buy  everything  ready  made  as  far  as  possible,  and  to 
occupy  the  time  thus  saved  in  selling  goods.  Modern 
salesmanship  ideas  leave  no  room  for  making  or  putting 
up  what  one  has  to  sell,  and  increased  turnover  is  re- 
garded as  being  of  vastly  greater  importance  than  the 
proper  training  of  apprentices.  .  For  the  making  of 
galenicals,  the  use  of  volumetric  apparatus,  and  much 
besides  that  apprentices  need  to  learn,  there  may  soon 
be  no  alternative  to  instruction  in  schools  of  phannacy 
except  spending  some  time  in  the  service  of  a  wholesale 
house.  Those  who  have  been  most  disposed  to  object  to 
apprenticeship  being  served  in  a  wholesale  house  can 


hardly  have  given  consideration  to  the  fact  that  it  may 
soon  be  impossible  to  learn  practical  pharmacy,  as  our 
predecessors  understood  it,  except  in  the  laboratorits  lA 
wholesale  houses  It  would  be  interesting,  if  Mr.  Brindle 
would  furnish  a  list  of  galenicals  which  it  would  not  be 
unprofitable  for  us  to  make  for  ourselves. 

A  Striking  Revival 

of  interest  in  the  literature  of  alchemy 
has  taken  place  during  recent  years.  One  of  our  lead- 
ing literary  periodicals  has  recently  given  its  premier 
position  to  an  article  of  five  columns'  length  on 
"  Alchemy,"  containing  notices  of  eix  important  works 
treating  of  alchemical  matters,  all  of  which  have  been 
published  during  the  last  six  years.  Dr.  Charles  Singer 
and  his  wife,  and  Dr.  Holmyard,  of  Clifton  College,  are 
doing  much  to  place  the  study  of  the  hermetic  science 
upon  a  better  foundation  than  it  has  hitherto  had  pro- 
vided for  it  by  those  who  liave  treated  it  as  a  compound 
of  chemical  mysteries  and  transcendentalism.  Dr.  Holm- 
yard's  wide  acquaintance  with  Arabic  science  and  Aiabic 
literature  gives  to  his  published  studies  a  value  for  Eng- 
lish readers  which  encourages  them  to  regard  with  con- 
fidence the  new  knowledge  gained  concerning  the 
so-called  Geber,  the  origin  of  the  Tabula  Smaragdina 
and  cognate  matters;  at  the  same  time  they  feel  such 
researches  are  not  being  left  entirely  to  Continental 
students.  It  has  for  long  been  suspected  that  Geber 
was  a  mythical  person,  but  it  now  seems  tolerably  cer- 
tain that  he  existed  in  the  flesh.  It  has  been  generally 
thought  by  students  that  the  Emerald  Table  (Tabula 
Smaragdina)  was  a  forgery;  Thomas  Thomson,  in  his 
"  History  of  Chemistry,"  said  that  it  bore  "  all  the 
marks  of  a  forgery  of  the  fifteenth  century,"  but 
evidence  is  forthcoming  which  indicates  that  perhaps 
after  all  scepticism  is  not  the  right  attitude;  an  open 
mind  is  to  be  preferred. 

Tabula  Smaragdina, 

the  Emerald  Table,  is  the  central 
pivot  on  which  revolves  the  whole  of  the  teachings  of 
the  adepts  in  alchemy  during  the  last  500  years.  Its 
origin  is  attributed  to  Hermes  Trismegistus,  the  fabulous 
founder  of  alchemy.  Whatever  may  have  been  its  origin, 
the  inscription  upon  it,  which  was  said  to  be  in  the 
iphcenician  language,  is  in  such  cryptic  terms  that  there 
as  small  wonder  that  followers  of  the  occult  came  to  con- 
sider it  of  the  highest  importance.  There  are  thirteen 
declarations,  of  which  the  second  to  the  eighth  are  as 
follows  (Thomson's  translation  from  the  Latm)  : — 
"  2— What  is  below  is  like  that  which  is  above,  and  what 
is  above  is  similar  to  that  which  is  below,  to  accom- 
plish the  miracles  of  one  thing;  5— And  as  all  thmgs 
were  produced  by  the  meditation  of  one  Being,  so  all 
things  were  produced  from  this  one  thing  by  adapta- 
tion; 4— Its  father  is  Sol,  its  mother  Luna;  the  wmd 
carried  it  in  its  belly,  the  earth  is  its  nurse;  5— It  is  the 
cause  of   all  perfection  throughout  the  whole  v/orld; 

6—  Its  power  is  perfect,  if  it  be  changed  into  earth; 

7—  Separate  the  earth  from,  the  fire,  the  subtile  from 
the    gross,     acting    prudently    and    with  judgment; 

8—  Ascend  with  the  greatest  sagacity  from  the  earth  to 
heaven,  and  then  again  descend  to  the  earth,  and  unite 
together  the  powers  of  things  superior  and  things 
inferior.  Thus  you  will  possess  the  glory  of  the  whole 
world;  and  all  obscurity  will  fly  far  away  from  you." 
The  interpretation  of  tliis  work  seems  to  require  a  clue 
of  some  kind.  If  such  existed  it  is  probably  lost  for 
ever-  but  the  alchemists  of  the  Middle  Ages  seem  to 
have'  been  agreed  that  it  had  reference  to  the  universal 
medicine.  The  true  origin  of  this  remarkable  produc- 
tion is  still  as  mysterious  as  it  ever  was ;  but  Dr.  Holm- 
yard  has  shown  ("  Nature,"  October  6,  1923)  that  it 
was  certainly  known  long  anterior  to  the  fifteenth  cen- 
tury, and  he  states  that  "  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a 
version  in  Greek  was  known  to  Jabir  "  (Jabir  ibn  Hayyan 
—the  so-called  Geber),  who  lived  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  eio-hth  century.  Di'-  Holmyard  says  further  that  it 
is  probable  that  the  Emerald  Table  will  have  to  be  ante- 
dated by  twelve  hundred  years,  as  a  Greek  form  is 
probable'  "  in  the  highest  degree."  The  history  of 
alcliemy  is  becoming  increasingly  interesting. 
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Active  and  intensive  propaganda  is    being  carried 
out  with  the  Medical  Profession  for  the  following 
Trade  Mark  Products  :

Editorial  Articles 

Then  and  Now  :  1908—1929 

Looking  back,  we  see  that  in  our  issue  of  April  10,  1909, 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  was  described  by 
"  Xrayser  "  as  a  new  era  in  British  pharmacy.  The 
Act  received  the  royal  sissent  on  December  21,  1908,  and 
came  into  operation  on  April  1,  1909.    London  chemists 
signalised  the  event  by  giving  a  dinner  to  certain  leaders 
of  pharmacy.      The  chairman  at  this  function  was  Mr. 
(afterwards  Sir)  William  S.  Glyn-Jones,  vice-president  of 
the    London    Chemists'    Association,    the   president  of 
which,  the  late  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  was  one  of  the 
principal  guests.    It  is  interesting  to  note  the  names  of 
some  of  those  present  :  R.  Winfrey,  R.  A.  Robinson, 
Peter  MacEwan.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  Miss  Buchanan,  Mrs. 
Freke,  R.  Bremridge,  E.  White,  F.  W.  Gamble,  W.  J. 
U.  Woolcock,  and  A.  Higgs.      Looking  at  the  list    as  a 
whole  it  is  remarkable  how  many  of  those  then  partici- 
pating have  passed  into  the  shadows.    In  his  reply  to 
the  toast  of  "  The  Guests,"  Mr.   (now    Sir  Richard) 
Winfrey   concluded   by    remarking.    "  I    can   say  very 
warmly  that  I  trust  this  Act  of  Parliament  will  be  of 
immense  service  to  the  pharmacists  of  this  country." 
And  Mr.  Idris,  in  his  speech,  added  :  "  I  hope  to  see 
the  time  when  laws  for  the  public  safety  will  pro^-ide 
the  complete  separation  of  prescribing  and  dispensing,  and 
when  pharmacists  will  become  a  recognised  grade  of  the 
medical  profession."    It  is  curious  that  this  very  Act  of 
1908  dispelled  any  such  dream.    Pharmacy  became  more 
diverse  in  its  merchandising  than  ever.    The  ji^^'sonnel 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  too,  has  changed 
remarkably,     only    one     of     the    members     of  1909 
remaining     to-day — ^Mr.     Philip     F.     Rowsell.  One 
other     feature     of    that    Act    of     1908     is  worth 
noting  :     out     of     the     welter     and     controversy  a 
young  man,  under  thirty,  was  nominated  for  the  Coun- 
cil election  contest  in  1909,  and  in  his  remarks  when  the 
announcement  was  made  (at  a  Thames  Valley  dinner)  he 
said  :  "  Although  a  Square  man  (school  of  pharmacy)  he 
stood  as  an  independent  candidate  ;  and  while  confessing 
youth,  he  would  emphasise  that  young  blood  is  what 
many  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  want  to 
tsee  infused  into  the  Council."      That  young  man  was 
elected  to  the  first  position  at  the  subsequent  election  : 
his  name  was  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  subsequently  five  times 
vice-president  and  four  times  president  of  the  Society 
within  fifteen  years — ^which  surely  constituted  a  record. 
Mr.  Neathercoat  is  now  a  candidate  for  the  Parliamen- 
tary election  in  the  present  year  on  the  twenty-first  anni- 
vepsary  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  which  brought  him  into 
the  public  life  of  pharmacy.    It  may  be  an  omen  for  a 
Bill  which  may   follow  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
Inter-Departmental  Committee  of  Inquiiy  on  which  he 
represented  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council.  The 
late  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  was  the  leader  and  president 
in  his  third  term  of  office.    He  had  travelled  through 
the  country  to  create  an  atmosphere  favourable  to  a 
Pharmacy  Act  designed  to  remove  anomalies  from  that 
of  1868.     His  companion  was  Mr.  William  S.  Glyn- 
Jones,  not  yet  in  Parliament,  but  acting  as  parliamentary 
seci-etary  to  the  Society.    In  December  1908  pharmacists 
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conipiomised  o\er  this  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  and 
ill  the  hurry  admitted  more  than  was  ever  intended.  We 
might  ask  whether  it  was  worth  while  :  but  after  all 
this  time  no  satisfactory  answer  can  be  given.  Corporate 
pharmacy  acquired  a  legal  entity,  and  the  personal  quali- 
fication was  de-valuated,  the  pharmacist  in  many  cases 
being  reduced  to  the  position  of  a  hireling.    The  Act 
created  a  clause  which  later  rent  pharmacy  in  twain,  and 
left  a  visible  flaw  in  our  qualification  on  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and   Druggists.    It  admitted   distribution  of 
poison  by  licensed  persons,  and  magnified  the  power  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  force  its  opinions  on  the 
poisons  laws  of  this  country  to  suit  a  specific  purpose. 
The  chief  advantage  was  seen  later  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act  of  1911,  when  corporate  pharmacy 
united  with  personal  qualification  to  secure  the  separation 
of  dispensing  from  prescribing  so  far  as  insured  persons 
were  affected.      It  was  a,  common  expression  of  Sir 
William  Glyn-Jones  that  the  Act  was  worth  while  for 
this    thing    alone.      It    is    interesting    to    note '  that 
"  Xrayser  "  (the  late  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton)  remarked  at 
the  time  :  "  After  all  that  has  been  done  and  said  no 
one  can  say  what  is  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist."   This  was  one  of  the  last  questions  which  vexed 
the  spirit  of  the  man  who  did  most  to  get  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  passed.      In  giving  evidence 
before   the    Pharmacy    Acts   Inter-Departmental  Com- 
mittee   on    his    last    return    from    Canada,    he  re- 
echoed   "  What    is    the   business   of    a    chemist  and 
druggist?  "    and    suggested    to    the    Committee  that 
it  should  give  a  definition.      Will  it  ?      The  expecta- 
tions from  the  1908  Act  were  high.    No  one  can  recall 
or  even  read  nowadays  what  was  then  said  without  being- 
tinged  with  disappointment  that  so  little  good  actually 
came  out  of  five  yeai-s'  travail.    There  was  an  orgy  of 
speech-making   and  strenuous   propaganda,   with  much 
bitterness  of  spirit;,  but  little  organised  effort  against 
wild-cat  schemes.      We  cannot  blame  the  Act  for  the 
element  of  failure  which  has  dogged  the  agricultural  and 
horticultural  poisons  or  the  poisonous  substances.  The 
faults  are  inherent  in  the  methods  of  administration  ; 
what  is  general  in  application  is  no  one's  business  in 
pai'ticular.    This  method  of  faulty  administration  and  its 
consequences  contain  a  warning  full  of  significance  to 
pharmacy  at  the  present  juncture,  and  no  opportunity 
should  be  lost  of  driving  it  home.    The  new  Poisons 
Schedules  removed  many  of  the  flaws  of  1868,  but  per- 
petuated anomalies  which  might  easily  have  been  cleared 
away  had  the  thought  necessary  to  do  so  not  been  ob- 
scured by  controversial  questions  of  corporate  pharmacy 
and   the   interested   claim  of  seedsmen   through  their 
Parliamentary  spokesman  to  distribute  poisonous  weed- 
killers.   The  first  defeat  of  the  Society's  Council  in  the 
law  courts  over  this  Act  came  very  early,  in  the  case  of 
Society  v.  Mercer,  when  the  term  "  pharmacy  "  was  held 
to  be  common  property — in  its  significance  only  a  little 
less  deplorable  than  the  decision  in  1880  over  the  London 
and    Provincial    Supply    Association,    when    the  term 
"  person  "  was  held  not  to  include  "  persons."  There 
was  a  prima-facie  case  for  an  amending  Bill,  but  the 
Council  missed  its  opportunity  as  on  the  previous  occa- 
sion, and  the  evil  remains.    Twenty-one  years  after,  we 
find  the  completion  of  a  standard  curriculum,  the  powers 
for  which  were  granted  in  the  1908  Act.    It  has  been  a 
long  journey,  and  we  must  await  the  results,  though  in 
many  respects  we  appear  to  have  missed  the  tide.  A 
side-issue  arose  within  the  first  month  of  the  Act,  in 
that  the  exhibition  of  the  certificate  in  every  shop  kept 
open  for  the  sale  of  poisons  was  made  a  pretence  by 
the  Council  to  introduce  annual  registration ;  it  was  frus- 
trated by  the  late  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  then  Editor  of 
The  Chemist  and  Deuggist,  when  he  secured  counsel's 
opinion  that  the  certificate  of  qualification  fulfilled  the 
requirements.   Like  all  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  that  of  1908 


lias  been  a  mixed  blessing.    Some  things  we  could  do 
without,  and  many  other  things  we  still  hunger  after. 
The  lesson  this  year  is  obvious.    In  1908  we  had  two 
pharmacists  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  as  a  result 
of  the  controversy  over  the  Act  a  parliamentary  fund 
was  instituted  in  order  to  get  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones 
into  the  House.    On  this  occasion  we  are  hoping  to  get 
better  results  from  the  general  election,  and  one  thing 
must  be  credited  to  the  forethought  of  our  present  leaders 
in  the  plans  being  made.    Then  it  was  practically  a  one- 
man  show,  and  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  had  to  bear  the 
brunt.    The  president  of  the  society  was  an  able  man, 
but  quite  unable  to  sustain  the  role  expected  ;  the  defici- 
encies, fortunately,  were  made  good  by  his  parliamentary 
secretary,  who  was  undoubtedly    the    ablest  publicist 
pharmacy  has  known,  and  a  platform  spealier  capable  of 
carrying  the  mass  with  his  Celtic  fervour.      Have  we 
anyone  who  can  lead,  anyone  who  can  blaze  the  trail 
and  secure  recognition  of  our  demands  from  the  Govern- 
ment's departmental  chiefs  responsible  for  devising  new 
pharmacy  law?      The  situation  is  piquant,  as  several 
fancy  themselves  to  be  born  leaders  of  men,  though  most 
of  them  have  yet  to  cut  their  wisdom  teeth.    The  leader- 
ship we  want  is  not  fancy,  nor  is  it  a  mere  passing 
ambition  to  reach  the  highest  position  in  pharmacy.  We 
must  analyse  keenly  a  man's  record,  so  as  to  find  out 
whether  he  can  handle  big  business,    or   is   merely  a 
querulous  or  a  placid  talker.    Has  a  man  such  confidence 
in  himself  as  to  compel  it  from  others?    Probably,  in 
parliamentary  labours,  what  the  Americans  call  "  a  good 
mixer  "  embodies  the  best  virtue  of  all.    Hardest  of  all, 
can  the  man  spend  sleepless  nights  for  the  service  and 
still  retain  the  faith  which  knows  not  defeat  and  may 
yet  remove  mountains?    Our  shortcomings  in  1908  were 
largely  those  of  opportunism  based  on  insufficient  faith 
and  unity  in  the  supporting  army.    That  must  not  arise 
again ;  the  failure  which  may  issue  from  any  prospective 
legislation  will  strike  deeper  and  more  surely  than  any 
previous  failure  in  pharmacy.     In   many   respects,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  in  the  character  and 
stability  of  its  members,  differs  little  from  that  of  1908. 
They  failed  in  dependence  on  two  or  three  men  of  strik- 
ing character  and  personality.    We  have  similar  elements 
to-day,  but  unfortunately  there  is  a  trace  in  several 
instances  of  personal  as  distinct  from  public  interest. 
That  is  a  pity,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  put  on  one  side, 
for  lobbying  in  the  House  of  Commons  will  be  more 
fruitful  than  public  meetings,  and  requires  more  savoir 
faire.    This  coming  of  age  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  brings  mixed  feelings;  but  if  we  can  focus 
attention  on  the  need  of  the  hour  in  pharmacy,  we  shall 
not  have  laboured  in  vain. 

The  Mercury  Outlook 

Admittedly  there  has  been  stability  in  the  mercury 
market  for  several  months  past,  or  since  the  Central  Selling 
Ofiice  of  the  Italo-Spanish  Combine  was  set  up  m  October 
last,  and  the  am-angements  for  the  regulation  of  the  output 
came  dnto  force.  The  spot  London  quotation  by  the  end 
of  that  month  was  .adjusted  at  about  £23  per  bottle,  less 
the  usual  discount  of  3  per  cent.,  but  under  a  liberal  supply 
oradual  concessions  were  made  by  importers  down  to 
about  £22  5s.  over  the  end  of  the  year.  Since  then  there 
ihas  been  virtually  no  further  change,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
imagine  how  the  price  could  have  been  eased  much  further, 
as  importers  have  been  up  against  the  "  pegged  "  i.o.b., 
quotation  of  the  Combine  of  £21  15s.  per  bottle.  This, 
therefore,  confirms  the  view  expressed  in  our  issue  of 
January  26  last  (pp.  100-101),  which  suggested  the  con- 
tinuation of  a  stable  market  with  spot  supphes  m  strong 
liands,  and  the  likelihood  of  adherence  to  a  firm  policy 
both  by  producers  and  merchant  interests.  Moreover,  the 
statement  was  made  that  by  the  time  new  production  at 
the  Spanish  mines  begins  to  reach  full  dimensions  witliia  a, 
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month  of  two.  tlie  unsold  surplus  cavailable  in  the  consum- 
ing markets  stood  a  -good  chance  of  being  considerably 
reduced.  So  tar  as  London  is  concerned,  this  is  precisely 
TiVhat  has  happened.  The  statistical  position  here,  in  any 
case,  has  been  steadily  strengthened,  due  to  the  fact  tliat 
only  trivial  quantities  have  been  actually  imported  for  the 
three  months  ta  the  end  of  February  last.;  in  fact,  there 
were  no  arrivals  in  that  month,  and,  moreover,  within 
that  three  months'  period  1,403  bottles  were  re-exported. 
Tlierefore,  taking  into  consideration  tlie  filling  of  the  usual 
home  needs,  surplus  stocks  held  in  London  must  liave  Ibeen 
materially  reduced,  and  presumably  to  the  extent  of  well 
over  4.C0O  bottles.  We  give  below  the  equivalent  of  the 
official  returns  covering  the  first  two  months  of  the  year, 
with  comparisons  for  the  two  preceding  years:—

The  figures  for  January  to  .  February  this  year  are  par- 
ticularly striking,  inasmuch  as  this  country  has  been  re- 
exporting  on  balance,  as  was  already  the  case  for 
December  last.  The'  depletion  of  stocks  to  the  extent  s.ug- 
gested  above  is  certainly  not  favouring  easier  conditions, 
but  does  not  necessarily  mean  tliat  the  spot  price  will 
advance.  Possibly  a  stationary  market  may  continue  for 
some  time,  while  we  mentioned  recently  in  our  Trade 
Report  that  America  had  felt  the  need  for  importing  more 
freely  again  in  order  to  supplement  the  domestic  supply 
which  had  been  booked  up  over  a  certain  period.  The  fact 
may  be  recalled  that  the  current  spot  value  is  only  just  a 
little  below  that  puling  at  this  time  last  year,  which  was 
remarkably  well  sustained  until  towards  mid -summer,  but 
the  market  subsequently  gave  way  to  about  £20  5s.  near 
the  end  of  July,  when  the  position  here  was  made  rather 
artificial  by  "  loearing  "  tactics  presumably  dn  anticipation 
of  a  move  being  made  by  the  mines  to  dispose  of  their 
accumulation  after  the  usual  suspension  of  mine  operatione 
in  Spain.  In  August,  however,  there  ensueid  a  very  sharp 
advance,  which  was  continued,  with  the  spot  price  climb- 
ing up  to  £25  10s.  in  September,  under  a,  sudden  great 
pressure  of  demand  from  all  quarters  following  on  reports 
of  the  virtual  dispersal  of  the  first-hand  surplus.  The 
stringent  aspect  of  the: market  during.  August  and  Septem- 
ber was  due  to  the  control  exercised  by  the  larger  mer- 
chant interests  over  spot  supplies  in  the  a:bsence  of  further 
offers  from  the  mines  pending  developments  over  the  late 
autumn,  when  the  market  inevitably  became  adjusted  on 
the  f.o.b.  Combine  price  being  fixed  at  £21  15s.,  or  less 
than  had  been  expected.  The  situation  now  differs  essen- 
tially in  this,  that  since  then  there  has  been  a  close  regula- 
tion of  mine  operations.  There  has  been,  at  the  same  time, 
no  doubt  the  usual  seasonal  accumulation  of  stocks  at  the 
mines  ;  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  on  what  basis  the  Com- 
bine will  feel  disposed  eventually  to  negotiate  with  mer- 
chant interests.  The  course  of  the  market  obviously 
chiefly  depends  on  tMs,  apart,  perhaps,  from  any  possible 
influence  bearing  on  the  attitude  of  the  'Combine  in  re- 
spect of  the  increasing  production  chiefly  in  America,  and 
also  in  Mexico.  Our  imports  last  year  were  exceptionally 
big  at  33,463  bottles,  or  the  largest  since  the  year  1923, 
when  they  amounted  to  34,351  bottles,  against  which  re- 
exports were  made  of  5,565  bottles  and  16,200  boi,tles 
respectively.  The  net  receipts  for  last  year  thus  totalled 
close  on  28, '(WO  bottles,  and  there  is  now  apparently  only 
a  limited  surplus  still  available  owing  to  the  negligible 
quantifies  accounted  for  during  three  months  to  February 
28.  Assuming,  as  we  are  told,  that  the  Spanisli  and 
Italian. intei-ests  are  adequately  financed,  the  possibility  of 
selling  .pressure  in  that  direction  may  be  considered  rather 
remote". 


Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  Market 

The  recent  sudden  and  very  considerable  advance  in 
prices  of  a  number  of  the  leading  products  in  the 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  market  notified  in  our  reports 
during  the  past  fortnight  are  the  result  of  agreement 
between  the  chief  Continental  producers  and  certain 
home  makers.  For  some  months  past,  spot  prices  of  the 
products  affected  have  obviously  been  well  under  cost 
of  production,  and  certainly  below  world  prices.  The 
fierce  competition  amongst  Continental  makers  for  busi- 
ness in  this  market  in  those  products  not  produced  here 
had  brought  values  down  to  pre-war  levels.  For  in- 
stance, business  in  such  lines  as  sulphonal,  methyl  sul- 
phonal,  hexamine,  pheuacetin  and  phenazone  had  for  a 
long  time  past  been  unremunerative  to  the  foreign 
makers.  The  home  makers  of  salicylates  and  aspirin 
have  also  experienced  the  same  trouble,  the  competi- 
tion being  not  only  from  imports,  but,  to  no  little  extent, 
between  home  producers  themselves.  Agreements  as  to 
selling  prices  fixed  up  between  Continental  and  home 
makers  are,  from  past  experience,  difficult  to  maintain, 
and  if  such  conditions  now  control  certain  markets,  it  is 
not  wise  to  take  it  for  granted  they  will  hold  good  for 
any  length  of  time.  As  to  the  new  prices  of  those  pro- 
ducts for  which  this  market  draws  its  supplies  solely 
either  from  home  or  Continental  makers,  such  as  sali- 
cylic acid  B.P.  and  sulphonal  respectively,  there  is  fair 
reason  to  expect  the  new  and  higher  values  to  hold 
for  some  months  ahead.  It  is  learned  from  a  usuallly 
reliable  source  that — at  least,  so  far  as  Continental  sup- 
plies are  concerned — prices  for  some  other  products  are 
likely  to  advance  in  the  near  future.  While  these 
developments  may  at  first  sight  seem  to  be  rather  un- 
reasonable and  the  outcome  of  the  formation  of  still 
further  syndicates  and  co-qperation,  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  recent  extremely  low  levels  of  prices 
obtaining  in  this  market  could  not  continue  to  operate 
indefinitely,  and  that  in  practically  every  instance  the 
prices  now  quoted  on  this  market  compare  very  favour- 
ably with  world  values.

QXTALITATIVE  ANALYSIS 

A  MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  may  contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  or  any  of  the  com- 
moner radicals  not  mentioned  in  that  work,  and  is  to 
be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all 
its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be 
given  that  the  substauces  detected  are  the  only  con- 
stituents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelojn , 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
April  9,  on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 
Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday. 
April  20.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the- work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  shovdd  be  distinguished  from 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the 
mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  final  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter 
session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in 
this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices 
or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  nmst  he.  attested  on 
their  reports.

Auditors  Nominated 
The  present  auditors  were  nominated  for  election,  and 
had  expressed  their  willingness  to  accept  office  if  elected. 

Annual  Financial  Statement 

The  Treasurer,  moving  the  adoption  of  the  annual 
statement  of  accounts  [printed  in  abstract  on  p.  419. — 
Editor],  said  that  the  members  would  see  that  the  Society 
had  had  a  reasonably  prosperous  year  again,  there  being  a 
surplus  of  £2,558.  Tlie  income  from  subscriptions  was 
again  slightly  up,  being  £1,000  higher  than  the  preceding 
year,  while  the  income  from  examinations  was  also  higher 
by  about  £3,000.  Registration  fees  accounted  for  £2,589, 
which,  he  thought,  was  also  a  little  more  than  the  pi-evious 
year.  The  School  of  Pharmacy,  which  had  cost  £4,000, 
remained  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  and  the 
income  from  interest  and  investments  was  a  little  higher. 

Mr.  Sargeant  seconded,  and  the  report  was  approved 
and  adopted. 

Examinations  in  Edinburgh 

The  Privy  Council  forwai'ded  a  copy  of  a  report  by  Pro- 
fessor Ralph  Stockman  on  the  examinations  held  in  Edin- 
burgh during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1929.  The  follow- 
ing, apart  from  the  Government  visitor's  explanation  of  the 
scope  of  the  examinations,  are  the  principal  passages : — 

Preliminarif  Scientific  Examination. — After  AugUiSt  1,  1929, 
•tiliere  is  to  be  a  written  and  a  practical]  examination  in  all 
three  subjects,  and  the_  Council  of  the  Society  might  use- 
fully take  the  opportunity  to  revise  the  schedii'les  in  certain 
details.  Elementary  organic  chemisti-y  should  bo  included 
in  the  examination,  and  the  requirements  for  quantitative 
titration  might  with  advantage  be  extended.  The  examina- 
tion in  phyeio3  is  of  a  .somewhat  supei-ficial  character 
compared  to  those  in  botany  and  chemistry. 

Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  Examination. — The 
number  of  candidates  rejected  in  pbai-macy  is  surprising — ■ 
247  in  all  or  37  per  cent. — and  seems  to  point  to  something 
seriously  amiss  with  their  training.  The  prrscriptione  they 
were  asked  to  dispense  were  of  an  ordinary  routine  kind 
requiring  no  very  special  experience  or  skill,  and  the  work 


of  the  examination  generally  was  much  as  they  might  be 
called  upon  to  do  in  the  ordi.'iary  course  of  a  day's  business. 
In  relation  to  tho^  general  public  this  is  the  important  part 
of  the  pharmacist's  calling,  yet  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tion disclose  in  too  many  inst>ances  a  want  of  accuracy  and 
skill  and  neatness  and  a  Jack  of  technical  training.  Some 
of  them  had  very  little  Latin,  and  sliowed  much  ignorance 
even  of  pre.scripition  Latin.  I  satisfied  myself  that  the 
standard  of  the  examiners  was  in  every  way  reasonable  and 
not  too  severe. 

-  P/ua-iiiaceuiical  Chemist  Qualifying  Examination. — The 
examination  .  .  .  lasts  nine  days  with  twenty-four  hours 
devoted  to  answering  written  questions  and  thirty  houre  of 
practical  work.  Both  physically  and  mentally  it  puts  a 
severe  strain  on  the  candidates,  and  unless  their  homes 
happen  to  be  in  Edinburgh  the  pecuniary  stirain  is  also 
considerable.  The  number  of  written  papere  as  well  aa 
the  time  allotted  to  the  practical  examinations  geem  to  be 
in  excess  of  what  is  necessary  to  test  a  candidate's  know- 
ledge of  the  subjects,  and  experienced  examinen-B  could  prob- 
ably arrive  at  this  by  means  of  a  lees  elaborate  and  pro- 
longed examination.  The  time  allowed  for  answering  four 
written  questions  in  forensic  pharmacy  (ome  hour)  seemed 
to  me  too  short. 

In  each  paper  set  in  botany,  chemisti-y,  pha,rmacognosy 
and  pharmacy  there  is  one  qucBtion  either  in  the  French 
or  German  language — eight  questions  in  all — along  with  a 
note  that  this  question  must  be  answered.  In  the  chemistry 
papers  the  note  runs — "  Answer  six  questicms,  of  which  one 
must  be  No    8.     If  No.  8  be  not  attempted,  only  five 

Suestions  will  be  marked."  It  does  not  seem  quite  fair  to 
re  candidat©  that  his  knowledge  of  chemistry  or  pliarmacy 
should  be  measured  in  this  drastic  manner  by  his  know- 
ledge of  two  foreign  languages,  as  one  may  be  an  expert 
cihemist  ox  pharmacist  witliout  knowing  either  language, 
and  might  be  able  to  answer  the  questions  oi-eclitably  if 
they  wei-e  put  in  English.  There  would  be  no  unfairness 
in  allowing  additional  marks  for  a  knowledge  of  these 
languages,  but  to  deduct  marks  foi*  a  want  of_  tliis  know- 
ledge seems  to  bear  hardly  on  the  candidate  in  a  purely 
professional  examination  on  technical  subjects.  Abstracts 
of  ail  important  foreign  papers  sufficiently  full  for  most 
practical  purposes  are  published  in  the  corresponding 
English  journals,  and  hence  a  knowledge  of  these  other 
languages  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  indispensable  to  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  on  that  account  made  a  corn- 
puilsory  part  of  his  qualifying  examination.  At  the  exami- 
nations candidates  wero  not  .allowed  the  use  of  a  French 
oir  German  dictionary,  although  in  real  lifo  such  help  is 
usually  accessihlo  to  the  laboratory  worker  should  he 
happen  to  need  it.  The  arrangements  made  for  the 
examinations  and  the  way  in  which  they  wore  conducted 
were  excellent,  aithough  the  laboratory  space  for  practical 
work  in  chemistry  and  pharmacy  is  somewhat  cramped. 

The  President's  suggestion  that  the  report  should  be 
referred  to  the  Education  Committee  was  adopted. 

A  Coming  Conference 

Mr.  Peck  reported  on  the  arrangements  for  the  Fifth 
International  Conference  of  Military  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy.  He  said  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Organisation  Committee  it  was  stated  that  on  jNIay  10 
there  would  be  three  meetings  at  which  papers  would 
be  read.  One  of  these  was  a  pharmaceutical  paper  on 
"  The  Physical  and  Chemical  Analysis  of  Glass  and 
Rubber  Ware."  The  British  Medical  Association  were 
unable  to  provide  sufficient  accommodation  for  all  the 
meetings,  and  he  had  been  asked  whether  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  would  be  willing  to  allow  one  meet- 
ing to  be  held  in  th«  Society's  rooms.  Subject  to  th« 
Council's  permission  he  had  agreed  to  the  proposal. 
Afterwards  the  visitors  would  have  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  the  Museum,  Laboratories  and  the 
School.  ,      ,  ^  ., 

The  President  said  ho  thought  the  request  was  quite 
reasonable.  .  . 

Mr.  Peck  added  that  he  hoped  as  many  as  possible  ot 
the  members  of  the  Council  would  be  present,  and 
especially  those  with  "  the  gift  of  tongues,"  for  thirty- 
eight  nationalities  would  be  represented. 

Education  Committee 
The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  showed  tha* 
a  number  of  schools  had  been  recognised  for  the  teaching 
of  specified  subjects  in  connection  witli  the  Society's 
examinations.  The  Committee  had  been  considering 
whether  it  was  advisable  to  hold  an  educational  meeting 
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in  Dublin  at  the  Dublin  Gonference.  Tliey  found  that 
the  early  date  of  the  Conference  would  make  it  difficult 
for  a  number  of  .pharmacy  teachers  to  attend,  and  in 
view  of  this  considered  it  inadvisable  to  hold  an  educa- 
tional meeting  at  Dublin.    The  rejiort  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund ,  Committee  showed 
tliat  seven  applications  had  been  received,  and  grants  made 
ranging  from  £13  to  £30.  The  following  special  contribu- 
tions were  announced  : — -Leicestershir-e  Branch,  £17 ;

Trade  Association,  £10  10s.  Legacy.— V^.  G.  Atkinson,

Mr.  Simmons  said  the  contributions  were  a  very  gratify- 
mg  list.  The  Leicestershire  ladies  had  confirmed  the 
opinion  already  expressed,  that  when  they  took  matters  in 
hand  they  succeeded.    The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 
The  Committee  of  this  fund  re^Jorted  that  during  the 
month  five  applications  had  been  considered,  and  recom- 
mended grants  of  £100  and  £52,  in  addition  to  .grants  made 
of  £25  and  £6  6s.  respectively.  .  The  report  was  adopted. 

Establishment  Committee 

The  Establishment  Committee  reported  with  reference 
to  the  pharmacy  laboratory  at  the  School,  recalling  that 
the  Dean  some  imonths  ago  reported  that  he  would  need 
additional  accommodation  for  practical  pharmacy.  He 
had  now  worked  out  a  plan,  and  the  Committee  wished  for 
the  Council's  sanction  to  their  seeking  estimates  in  con- 
nection with  the  work.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation  Committee 

The  Organisation  Committee's  report  contained  special 
reference  to  the  Dublin  Conference.  The  Committee  had 
selected  speakers  for  the  delegates'  meetings  as 
follows  : — (1)  "  Schedules  for  poisons  and  potent  drugs, 
the  distribution  of  which  should  be  restricted,"  to  be 
opened  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin.  (2)  "  Pharmaceutical 
research  :  its  pr€sent  position  and  future  possibilities." 
(A  speaker  has  been  asked  to  undertake  this,  but_  has 
not  yet  replied.)  (3)  "  Is  an  imperial  or  international 
pharmaceutical  qualification  desirable  ?  "  to  be  introduced 
by  Mr.  H.  Skinner,  president  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  had  considered  the  most  suitable  time 
for  holding  another  conversazione,  and  recommended  that 
arrangements  be  made  for  holding  a  conversazione  in  the 
1930-31  session.

' '  Forensic  Pharmacy  ' ' 

We  have  received  from  the  Pharmaoeuiical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  a  copy  of  "  Forensic  Pharmacy  "  (Sgin. 
by  5^in.,  pp.  137,  3s.  6d.),  pubHdied  by  the  Pbar 
maceutical  Press,  and  bearing  on  the  title-page  the  name 
of  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones.  In  a  'brief  preface,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
explains  the  scope  of  the  volume  in  these  terms  : — 

"  It  having-  been  found  impracticable  to  issue  a  mere 
ab.stract_  of  such  iseobions  of  the  enactments  named  in  the 
.Reg ulat ions  aa  .are  of  importance  to  pharmacists,  the  pamph- 
let has  taken  the  form  of  a  series  of  short  statements  of  the 
law.  It  is  hoped  that  in  this  form  it  will  be  of  use  not  only 
to  students  but  a.lso  to.  pharmacists  in  business  and  others 
who  may  no  longer  be  concerned  with  examinaitiions.  .  .  ." 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  generously  proceeds  to  take  on  his  own 
shoulders  the  responsibility  for  any  errors  or  omissions. 
We  have  foa-mulated,  out  of  a  lengthy  experience  of  the 
convpression  necessary  in  com.piling  text-'books,  a  some-  ' 
what  different  explanation  of  suclr  eiTors  and  omissions 
as  we  'have  noticed  in  looking  through  "  Forensic  Phar- 
macy." Those  sections  in  which,  reading  between  th? 
lines,  we  conclude  that  the  author  was  allowed  a  free 
hand,  stand  out  in  contrast  with  those  in  which  lie  has 
to  all  appearances  ibeen  "cut,"  not  always  in  tihe  most 
suitable  .places.  We  infer  that  the  matters  more  or  less 
outside  the  com.petence  of  the  Council  or  its  nominees  to 
summarise  were  left  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  while  pencil  and 
scissors  were  vigorously  applied  in  respect  of  suoh  sub- 
jects ais  appeared  simple.  The  voice  is  Jacoib's,  tout  the 
hands  are  those  of  Esau. 

Otherwise  it  would  be  difficult  to  explain  the  omission 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  of  certain  legal 
considerations  with  regard  to  advertising,  of  the  declai'a- 
tions  required  in  selling  fertilisers,  and  of  a  discussion 
of  apprenticeship  and  the  relations  between  employer  and 
assistant  (save  a  brief  reference  to  the  sale  of  poisons  hy 
unqualified  persons).  An  important  qualification  is  left 
out  of  the  sentence  (p.  57)  which  deals  with  the  sale 
of  drugs  hy  apothecaries'  weight ;  such  sales  must  be  toy 
retail.  A  minor  detail  of  the  treatment  of  weights  and 
measures  is  that  there  is  no  reference  -to  limits  of  error. 
A  few  slips,  due  possibly  to  .the  hasty  compression  to 
wihioh  we  have  referred,  may  also  he  noted.  For  ^'  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health  "  (p.  42)  should  be  read  "  the 
Scottish  Department  of  Health."  A  distinction  between 
medioine-manufacturers'  circulars  issued  to  medical  men 
and  similar  circulars  issued  to  chemists  is  overlooked  or 
ohliterated  on  p.  51.  "  If  a  preparation  contains  in  the 
finished  product  less  than  the  specified  percentage,  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  and  Regulations  do  not  in  any  way 
affect  its  sale,  though  the  preparation  may  still  be  a 
Part  II  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  "  (p.  26)  does  not  cover  .the  case  of  tinctura 
chloroform]  et  morphinae,  B.P.,  1885.  The  supply  of 
cocaine  eye-drops  for  fishing  vessels  should  have  found 
a  place  under  the  heading  "  Possession  "  of  the  section 
devoted  to  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  instead  of  an 
authorisation  to  possess  tinctura  chloroformi  et  morphin£e 
composita  and  tinctura  opii,  which  has  been  revoked. 
The  specification  of  scheduled  poisons  w^hich,  in  certain 
conditions,  are  removed  from  Schedule  restrictions  (pp. 
11,  12)  appears  to  necessitate  mention  of  .arsenic  and  its 
preparations  sold  in  the  conditions  of  Section  2  of  .the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  We  are  aware  that 
a.rsenical  w.eed-killers  are  referred  to  on  p.  14:  but  their 
treatment  as  so  hrief  as  to  leave  .something  to  be  desired. 
The  half-page  devoted  to  the  retailing  of  methylated 
spirit  is  another  example  of  needlessly  severe  compression. 

Deficiencies  such  as  these,  it  may  toe  urged,  are  in- 
separable from  a  manual  compiled  on  behalf  of  an  official 
toody,  a  body  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  is  precluded 
froni  interpreting  doubtful  .points  of  law.  It  seems  to  us. 
'however,  that  the  only  remedy  for  difficulties  that  may 
arise  on  this  ground  is  to  abandon  the  .quas.i-official  status 
claimed  for  a  hook  of  this  kind,  as  being  unfa.ir  to  the 
author  and  of  doubtful  value  to  his  .sponsors.

Valerian  :  Its  History,  Constituents  and  Uses 

By  James  Gbiee,  iNI.Sc.,  Ph.C. 
[Absthacx.] 

In  the  paper  on  "  The  Relation  of  Chemical  Structui-e  to 
Physiological  Action,"  communicated  to  you  in  1913  (and 
in  which  it  was  endeavoured  to  show  that  a  general 
narcotic  a,ction  characterised  the  aliphatic  series  of  organic 
compounds),  valerian  was  instanced  as  a  drug  the  action 
of  which  as  a  nervous  isedative  depended  on  tlie  presence 
in  the  volatile  oil  of  esters  of  an  alicyclic  alcohol  with 
aliphatic  acids,  viz.,  borneol  isovalerianate,  chiefly,  and  to 
a  lesser  extent  acetate  and  formate.  A  number  of  drugs 
which  have  been  used  in  medicine  quite  empirically  and 
independently  for  their  sedative  action,  when  examined, 
are  found  to  contain  this  valei'ianic  combination  in  the 
fonn  of  volatile  oil  and  to  possess  or  to  develop  the 
characteristic  odour.  Such  are  serpentary,  viburnum, 
surelbul,  elder  :fl[owers  and  beiTies,  guelder  rose,  hops,  and 
so  forth.  These  and  the  volatile  oil  of  asafetida  have 
long  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  hysteria  and  the  ner- 
vous troubles  of  women;  more  recently  valerian  has  been 
used  for  shell  shock  in  men  (with  the  effect  in  1918  of 
trebling  the  pric-e  of  the  drug),  and  also  for  the  simple 
nervous  restlessness  of  children  affecting  sleep,  appetite 
and  digestion.  According  to  Pouche/t  and  Chevalier, 
1904-05,  the  fresh  juice  of  valerian  root  prepared  out  of 
contact  with  air  has  a  very  powerful  isedative  action  on, 
the  nervous  system  and  at  the  same  time  acts  as  a  cardiac 
tonic,  so  that  it  is  at  one  and  the  same  time  stimulant  and 
sedative.  For  young  children  it  is  the  safest  and  best 
hypnotic.  In  France,  a  tisane  or  infusion  is  a  common 
domestic  remedy,  -whereas  foi-merly,  in  this  country,  elder- 
flower  wine  was  used.  The  London  Insurance  Pharma- 
copoeia has  an  emulsion  of  asafetida  with  infusion  of 
valerian  instead  of  the  customary  combination  of  spt. 
amm.  fetidus  with  tinct.  valerian,  amnion.  In  America 
a  pill  containing  ext.  valerian.,  ext.  sumbnl  and  asafetida, 
of  each  1  gr. ,  is  used  for  nervousness  in  wonren  and  as  a 
general  sedative.  Viburnum  finds  a  use  as  a  uterine  seda- 
tive, and  the  B.P.  liquid  extract  has  the  valerianic  odour 
of  the  volatile  oil  present.  On  the  assumption  that  the 
active  sedative  constituent  consists  of  the  borneol  esters, 
preparations  of  this  nature  have  been  made  synthetically 
and  put  on  the  market,  but  they  do  not  appear  to  be 
satisfactoiy  substitutes  for  the  natural  dinag. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  whereas  medical  text-books  of 
materia  medica  usually  group  all  the  volatile  oils  together 
and  credit  them  with  a  similar  action,  these  nevertheless 
fall  into  two  distinct  groups: — (a)  Those  whose  active 
constituents  belong  to  the  aliphatic  and  alicyclic  series  of 
organic  compounds  are  sedative,  (h)  those  whose  active 
constituents  belong  to  the  ai'omatic  series  are  essentially 
antiseptic.  To  the  latter  belong  those  aromatic  drags 
which  are  used  as  spices  and  condiments  and  the  balsams 
which  are  antiseptic  and  vulnerary,  also  thymol,  a  most 
efficient  antiseptic  and  parasiticide.  To  the  former  .group 
belong  all  the  natural  fruit  essences,  such  as  pear,  apple, 
raspberry,  orange,  which  produce  a  cooling  and  soothing 
effect ;  true  apple  oil  is  iso-amyl  valerianate.  To  the  same 
group  -belong  the  alicyclic  substances,  menthol,  camphor, 
borneol  and  perhaps  the  muskone  of  natural  musk  as  well 
as  the  sulphur  oil  of  asafetida.  all  of  which  are  used  as 
antispasmodics.  The  "  Quarterly  Journal  of  Pharmacy," 
I,  3,  472,  reports  an  interesting  investigation  on  the  local 
action  of  chamomile,  peppermint  and  fennel.  The  inflam- 
mation was  removed  or  reduced  by  the  local  application 
of  an  infusion  of  chamomile;  infusion  of  peppermint  had  a 
similar  but  less  intense  action,  while  infusion  of  fennel  in- 
creased the  inflammation.  This  is  just  what  one  would 
expect  from  theoretical  considerations,  seeing  that  the  oil  of 
chamomile  contains  esters  of  fatty  alcohols  with  fatty 
acids.      Chamomile   tea   is    an   cld-fashioned   but  very 


efficacious  remedy  for  hysterical  and  nervous  affections  in 
women,  and  rue,  which  is  similarly  nsed,  contains  as  the 
active  constituent  of  its  volatile  oil  an  aliphatic  principle, 
methyl-nonyl-ketone.  It  is  to  this  group  that  valerian  and 
the  other  sedative  drugs  enumerated  belong.  There  is 
here,  therefoi'e,  a  -distinct  relationship  between  chemical 
structure  and  physiological  action.  ■ 

Up  to  quite  recent  times  it  was  held  -and  taught  by  our 
medical  fi'iends  that  the  action  of  valerian,  as  also  that  of 
asafetida,  was  purely  psychological,  associated  with  the 
repulsive  odour  and  taste  and  with  the  preconceived  ideas 
held  as  to  their  action  in  mediaeval  times.  The  valerian- 
asafetida  combination  must  have  had  an  excellent 
remedial  effect  both  on  the  mind  and  body,  for  psycho- 
therapeutists  now  agree  that  the  effect  on  the  mind  and 
body  must  not  be  separated  but  considered  together.  -  At 
the  present  time,  and  presumably  arising  out  of  the  condi- 
tions of  modern  life,  many  ailments  are  due  not  to  tissue 
changes,  at  any  rate  changes  capable  of  physical  detection, 
but  to  Vhat  are  called  "  neuroses."  Ordinary  remedial 
agents,  such  ,  as  nerve  tonics,  have  little  or  no  effect  as 
compared  with  moral  management  or  psycho-therapeutic 
treatment;  but  in  the  valerian  group  of  drugs  we  seem  to 
have  remedial  agents  capable  of  producing  definite  physical 
effects.  In  this  connection  a  paper  which  appeared  in 
"  The  British  Medical  Journal  "  last  November  on  "  The 
Therapeutic  Value  of  Valerian,"  by  Dr.  Manson  (C.  tfr  D.. 
1928,  II,  789),  is  of  special  interest.  Equally  satisfactory 
results  are  reported  in  German  post-war  medical  literature 
on  the  use  of  valei-ian  as  a  sedative  and  soporific,  special 
note  being  made  of  its  mild  tonic  action  on  the  heart  and 
the  fact  that  its  administration  is  never  followed  by  harm- 
ful secondary  effects. 

Methods  op  Preparation 
It  is  worth  noting  that  the  preparation  used 
on  the  Continent  was  prepared  by  a  process  of 
dialysis  from  the  fresh  root  so  as  to  present  the  natural 
principLes  in  their  original  undecomposed  state,  and  that 
the  French  pharmacologists  used  the  fresh  juice  prepared 
out  of  contact  with  air.  Van  der  Wielen  advocates  making 
valerian,  preparations  from  the  stabilised  drug  to  avoid 
alteration  by  enzyme  action  during  the  process  of  drying. 
This  seems  to  support  Tschirch's  dictum  "  that  in  most 
cases  not  one  or  the  other  active  principle  is  exclusively 
the  therapeutic  agent,  but  that  the  physiological  effect  is  a 
resultant  of  the  complex  of  active  principles,"  and  there 
seem  to  be  indications  of  a  return  to  the  use  of  drags 
rather  than  to  synthetic  products  or  isolated  plant  prin- 
ciples. It  seems  probable  that  valerian  as  a  remedy  has 
suffered  through  unsatisfactory  forms  of  administration  ; 
and  if  the  effects  of  heat  and  oxidation  in  drying  and 
evaporation  can  be  avoided  and  the  enzymes  killed  by 
stabilisation,  we  should  get  a  gTeatly  improved  prepara- 
tion. It  is  certain  that  any  preparation  of  valerian  with 
a  strong  odour  of  isovalerianic  acid  should  be  regarded 
as  therapeutically  inactive.  The  acid  itself  is  devoid  of 
therapeutio  action  and  its  salts,  even  the  ammonium 
valerianate,  having  no  action  apart  from  the  stimulant 
action  of  the  ammonium.  The  pills  of  triple 
valerianates,  quinine,  iron  and  zinc,  owe  their  action  to 
these  three  bases,  especially  to  the  zinc.  J.  C.  Umney 
has  shown  that  the  B.P.  tincture  prepared  from  fresh 
European  root  makes  an  almost  bright  dilution  with 
water,  while  a  comparatively  old  root,  where  certain 
chemical  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  constituents  of 
the  oil,  produces  a  somevrtiat  turbid  mixture,  obviously 
due  to  resinification.  A  tincture  prepared  from  Japanese 
root  gave  a  very  turbid  mixture.  The  Japanese  valerian 
"  Kesso  "  (V.  lati folia)  is  a  dark  brown  root  with  scurfy 
surface  and  a  powerful,  (unpleasant  odour,  which  gives 
a  quite  diffei-ent  taste  to  the  tinctnre.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  valerian  oil  of  commerce  and  official  in  the 
Ph.G.  is  from  Japanese  "  Kesso  "  roots,  which  according 
to  Parry  yield  8  per  cent,  of  volatile  oil.  The  high  pi'ice 
and  the  low  yield  of  oil  from  European  roots  (1  per 
cent,  or  so)  make  it  quite  impossible  to  obtain  an  oil 
which  can  compete  with  the  Japanese  product.  A  liquid 
extract  1  in  1,  said  to  be  of  Japanese  valerian,  was  found 
on  ex'arnination  to  contain  only  0.266  per  cent,  oleo-resin, 
the  strength  of  an  ordinary  1  in  5  tincture  of  European 
root.    The  pharmacy  of  valerian  is  discussed  in  a  paper 
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("P. J.,"  November  19,  1921)  by  Dr.  Smodlaka,  who 
tested  his  preparations  on  frogs  and  obtained  true  anti- 
spasmodic or  brain-depressing  effects.  The  tinctures 
used  in  his  experiments  were  prepared  by  the  Ph.G. 
official  method  from  fresh  root  stabilised  in  vacuo  at 
100°  C.  for  ten  minutes,  and  also  from  root  dried  natur- 
ally in  the  sun.  Thus  made,  they  kept  better  than  the 
official  tinctures,  were  of  a  deeper  colour,  brighter 
appearance,  pleasanter  taste  with  smell  stronger  and  more 
aromatic,  and  they  also  yielded  more  exti-active  or 
residue  on  evaporation.  The  'drug  used  was  an  Alpine 
dwarf  or  xerophilous  variety  growing  at  a  height  of 
1,700  metres  (one  mile),  which  is  the  limit  of  height  at 
which  valerian  grows.  Dr.  K.  Bullock,  in  his  paper  to 
the  1924  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  suggested 
the  following  process  as  giving  the  best  results,  since  the 
oil  and  other  constituents  of  the  fresh  drug  would  be 
present  in  an  almost  unaltered  condition.  The  fresh  root 
was  ground  with  sand  and  a  calculated  quantity  of 
alcohol  added  so  that  the  result  would  be  equivalent  to 
macerating  the  dried  root  in  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  e.g.,  224 
grams,  of  root  required  420  c.c.  absolute  alcohol.  The 
whole  was  macerated  with  frequent  shaking  in  the  cold 
for  fifteen  days,  the  solution  filtered,  and  the  marc 
pressed.  The  tincture  so  obtained  contained  0.227  per 
cent,  of  oleo-resin,  i.e.,  the  alcohol  had  extracted  from 
the  root  2.9  per  cent,  of  oleo-resin  calculated  on  the  dry 
root  which  by  the  method  of  assay  gave  3.24  per  cent.,  a 
loss  of  only  0.34  per  cent.,  so  that  the  extraction  was 
satisfactory.  Such  a  tinctui-e  made  from  fresh  English- 
grown  wild  root  (var.  sambucifolia)  was  double  the 
strength  of  that  made  from  dxied  imported  root  (1.35  per 
cent,  oleo-resin)  ;  and  a  tincture  from  fresh  English- 
grown  cultivated  root  (probably  var.  Mikanii)  larger, 
more  robust  and  more  odoroius  than  the  sambucifolia 
variety  was  still  stronger,  viz.,  4.28  per  cent,  of  oleo- 
resin  calculated  into  dried  root.  Ammonia  was  not  used, 
but  an  examination  of  the  B.P.  tincture  showed  that  a 
fifth  of  the  oleo-resin  is  in  combination  with  ammonia. 
Tschirch  says  the  addition  of  ammonia  is  superfluous. 

Method  of  Assay 

The  method  of  assay  consisted  in  well  mixing  50  grams 
of  the  drug  in  No.  40  powder  in  a  mortar  with  £0 
grams  of  water  and  80  grams  of  dry  sand  and  extract- 
ing in  Soxhlet  thimbles  for  four  hours  with  petroleum 
spirit  (B.P.  below  40°  C).  The  dried  solvent  was 
recovered,  the  residue  treated  with  70-per-oent.  alcohol 
which  separates  the  oleo-resin  from  the  green  fatty 
matter,  although  the  separation  is  not  absolute,  the  solu- 
tion diluted,  the  oleo-resin  shaken  out  with  chloroform, 
the  latter  diried,  evaporated  and  the  residual  oleo-resin 
weighed.  This  general  method  of  assay  was  applied  to 
other  aromatic  drugs,  e.g.,  commeircial  powdered  cinna- 
mon and  ginger  yielding  1.23  per  cent,  and  1.5  per  cent, 
respectively.  An  essential  point  is  the  moistening  of  the 
powder  with  water  and  also  the  amount  of  water  to  be 
used.  In  the  case  of  ginger  30  per  cent,  of  water  gave 
the  maximum  yield  of  oleo-resLn,  whereas  15  per  cent,  of 
water  gave  the  maximum  yield  of  fat,  whicli  was  0.3 
per  cent.  Without  previous  moistening  complete  extrac- 
tion was  not  possible,  whether  by  ether,  petroleum  spirit 
or  absolute  alcohol.  The  reason  would  seem  to  be  that  the 
volatile  oil  arises  in  the  plasma  of  the  living  cell,  and 
when  secreted  it  is  surrounided  by  a  plasmatic  skin  or 
membrane  impermeable  to  dry  organic  solvents  but  per- 
meable to  water.  This  matter  is  discussed  in  Schimmel's 
1927  Report  on  Essential  Oils.  In  replying  to  the  dis- 
cussion on  Dr.  Bullock's  paper  (1924),  it  was  definitely 
stated  that  the  oil  of  valerian  was  secreted  in  the 
primordial  utricle  and  never  left  it,  and  that  if  a  section 
were  made  of  recent  English-grown  valerian,  only  those 
cells  which  were  cut  by  the  razor  yielded  up  their  oil  to 
alcohol ;  those  which  were  just  beneath  the  surface  and 
had  not  been  cut  remained  intact.  The  enclosing  mem- 
branes could  be  seen  under  the  microscope  when  the  oil 
had  been  dissolved  out  and  absorbed.  Some  of  these 
membranes  must  persist  even  in  the  dried  and  powdered 
drug,  as  dry  solvents  extract  only  half  the  quantity  of 
volatile  oil  present  and  less  than  that  in  the  case  of 
ginger,  using  the  Soxhlet  apparatus.  It  was  found  that 
the  older  the  drug  the  greater  the  ratio  of  resin  to 


volatile  oil.  The  iso-valerianic  acid  of  the  volatile  oil 
probably    originates    from    the    amino    acid,  leucine

The  Valerianaceee,  like  most  aromatic  plants,  favour 
dry  arid  soil.  They  inhabit  temperate  countries,  especi- 
ally the^  North  of  India  (Himalayas),  Europe  (Alps), 
S.  America  (Andes)  and  dwarf  xerophilous  varieties  occur 
in  all  these  places.  They  are  also  found  in  Mexico  and 
Japan,  but  not  ai^parentiy  in  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. The  official  Indian  Valerian  (V.  Wallichii)  is  a 
native  of  the  hills  of  Cashmere  and  Nepal  (N.W.), 
whereas  on  the  hills  of  Bhutan  (N.E.  Himalayas)  is 
found  V.  Jatainansi,  the  spikenard  of  Scripture  and  the 
nai-dus  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans.  In  ancient  times  it 
was  conveyed  by  way  of  Arabia  to  Mediterranean  cour-- 
tries.  Its  fragrance,  pleasant  even  while  it  is  green,  is 
much  strengthened  on  di-ying.  It  is  much  esteemed  in 
India  both  as  a  perfume  and  as  a  remedial  agent  in 
epilepsy  and  hysteria.  Valerian  was  known  to  Dioscorides 
under  the  name  "phu,"  and  phu  Germanicum  was  the 
name  used  by  Fuchs  (1542).  In  the  Middle  Ages  it  was 
used  as  a  perfume  and  spice,  and  its  mediaeval  name 

poor  man's  treacle  "  (C  tL-  D.,  November  26,  1927) 
implied  something  very  precious.  The  name  "valerian"  was 
used  by  Haller  (late  seventeenth  century)  and  earlier  by 
English  botanists.  It  is  said  to  be  derived  from  valeo, 
to  be  well,  compare  its  name  of  all-heal,  or  from 
Valerius,  a  Roman  physician.  Its  German  name  is 
Baldrian  or  Baldur.  Linnaeus  named  it  V.  Phv,  and  in 
Greece  and  Asia  Minor  V.  Discoridis.  In  Russia  V. 
Sitchensis  is  most  eeteemed  as  a  nervous  sedative,  tonic 
and  antispasmodic.  English  valerian,  V.  officinalis, 
occurs  in  two  varieties  var.  Mikani  (Syme)  and  var. 
sambucifolia  (Mikan) ;  the  latter  has  broader  leaves, 
oblong-lanceolate ;  the  former  is  more  robust,  yielding  a 
larger  and  more  odorous  root,  and  is  that  cultivated  at 
Long  Melford  (Squire).  The  B.P.  root  is  dull  brown, 
yields  8-10  per  cent,  of  ash  rich  in  manganese.  The 
French-Belgian  root  is  paler,  straw-coloured,  and  is  the 
present  commercial  source.  It  is  cultivated  in  the  Depart- 
ment du  Nord  and  in  Belgium.  The  wild  plant  grows 
on  the  Ardennes  and  Vosges  mountains  on  dry  soil,  and 
is  said  to  be  much  more  active.  Squire  suggests  that 
foreign  roots  should  either  be  allowed  or  prohibited  in 
the  B.P.  A  fine  variety  used  to  be  grown  in  Derby- 
shire, near  Chesterfield,  and  was  in  great  demand  in 
America,  but  the  industry  no  longer  exists.  It  formed 
the  subject  of  a  paper  in  the  1904  "  Year-Book  of 
Pharmacy,"  by  F.  A.  Upsher  Smith.  Valerian  seems  to 
Ibe  grown  at  Wisbech  and  Dunstable  among  other  places. 
Perhaps  the  finest  specimen  we  examined  came  from 
Scotland  (1922),  where  it  had  been  cultivated.  It  had  a 
most  pleasant  aroma.  The  rhizome  is  generally  directed 
to  be  collected  in  the  autumn.  The  Italian  Pharmacopoeia 
(1921)  directs  it  to  be  collected  from  plants  two  to  three 
years  old  in  the  spring;  but  Dr.  John  Hill,  in  a  pamphlet 
publislied  in  1758,  says  that  both  autumn  and  spring 
are  equally  wrong,  and  gives  as  the  proper  time  the  end 
of  May  and  beginning  of  June  before  the  stalk  rises. 
Both  Dr.  Hill  and  Withering  (1785)  insisted  that  the 
variety  growing  on  dry  heaths  and  pastures  is  the  variety 
which  has  repute  in  medicine ;  and  the  latter  quotes  the 
opinion  of  Dr.  Rutherford,  of  Edinburgh,  who  preferred 
the  dry  powdered  root  gathered  on  dry,  hilly  ground  and 
given  in  doses  of  ^  to  1  dr.  ("  P. J.,"  November  30, 
1921).  Dr.  Hill  says  the  water  valerian,  which  is  not 
to  be  used,  is  4  ft.  high  with  large,  smooth,  pale  green 
leaves  and  pale  flowers.  The  heath  valerian  is  2^  ft. 
high  with  smaller,  deeper  green  hairy  leaves  and  with 
brighter  red  flowers.  It  is  a  sovereign  remedy,  he  says, 
for  all  nervous  disorders.  The  true  kind  grew  in  plenty 
on  the  great  heath  called  Hind-Head  on  the  Portsmouth 
Road,  and  Ray,  the  botanist,  he  says  found  it  near  Ash- 
worth,  by  the  Buxton  Well  in  Derbyshire,  at  Parnhani 
in  Suffolk,  and  on  Ilford  Common.  The  principal  places 
were  four ;  near  Cambridge,  Oxford,  and  the  near  part  of 
Kent,  but  especially  the  forest  of  Dean,  from  which  came 
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the  purest,  and  best.  At  that  time  (1758)  the  -valerian 
a'bot  sold  by  driiggists  was  collected  by  a  kind  of  itinerant 
medicine  mongers,  whose  real  occupation  was  the  catch- 
ing of  vipers  and'  who  also  collected  saffron  and  some 
other  articles. 

(The  pajjer  was  also  illustrated  by  a  series  of  the  chemical 
substances  separated  during  the  research  and  also  by 
samples  of  Indian  valerian,  spikenard,  Belgian  valerian 
and  Scottish  valerian,  and  herbarium  specimens  and  illus- 
trations of  the  various  varieties  of  valerian. ) 

DiacussiOK 

The  Ghaxkman  said  they  would  agree  that  this  was  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  important  contributions  to 
their  evening  meetings  for  quite  a  long  time.  They  had 
been  informed  that  the  action  of  valerian  was  chiefly 
mental,  but  there  must  have  been  something  more  than 
that,  otherwise  it  could  hardly  have  had  such  a  widespread 
use.  His  experience  recently  had  been  that  there  was  a 
larger  demand  for  tinctni'e  of  valerian. 

Mr.  BtiACKiE  said  his  chief  interest  in  valerian  had  been 
in  growing  the  plant  and  collecting  the  root  for  the  manu- 
facture of  galenical  preparations.  He  was  glad  to  notice 
that  the  Scottish  valerian  root  had  been  found  to  be  the 
best  obtainable.  His  own  experience  in  the  use  of  Scot- 
tish and  Continental  valerian  root  quite  corroborated  what 
was  said  by  Mr.  Grier.  The  plant  might  be  propagated 
either  by  seed  or  by  vegetative  cuttings.  Seeds  sown  now 
yielded  plants  in  August  or  September  which  could  be 
planted  out  and  reached  maturity  in  the  second  year. 
The  late  Sir  Thomas  Fraser  suggested  that  the  action  was 
due  to  borneol.  One  wondered  how  this  could  be  so,  con- 
sidering the  dose  of  %h.e  tincture,  ^  drachm,  which  would 
contain  only  an  extremely  small  quantity  of  borneol. 

Mr.  Todd  said  he  was  interested  because  some  time  ago 
he  conducted  a  research  on  valerian  from  a  somewhat 
different  point  of  view.  He  was  examining  for  the  pre- 
sence of  oxidases  and  other  ferments.  He  obtained  some 
very  curious  results  with  regard  to  the  valerian  odour. 
Good  Scottish  valerian  root,  when  dried  carefully  and 
stored  under  good  conditions,  had  practically  no  valerian 
odour-.  From  this  he  inferred  that  the  valerian  odour  was 
really  due  to  oxidation. 

Mr.  DoTT  said  thei'e  was  an  interesting  example  of  this 
development  of  a  valerian  odour.  The  hops  used  in  beer 
brewing  possessed  only  a  slight  odour  of  valerian,  but 
when  cast  out  into  the  yard  alter  the  manufacturing  pro- 
cess was  completed  the  moist  hops  very  quickly  developed 
a  strong  valerian  odour. 

Mr.  Hill  said  he  noted  that  Mr.  Grier  mentioned  that 
a  valerian  root  possessing  a  powerful  valei-ian  odour  was 
therapeutically  inactive.  If  that  were  so,  it  rather  con- 
tradicted the  alleged  psychological  effect  of  the  dcug  which 
was  said  to  depend  on  the  odour.  They  had  also  the 
evidence  that  the  constituents  of  the  drag  possessed  a 
direct  physiological  action  on  the  brain  and  nervous 
system  of  the  animals  experimented  on.  All  this  tended 
to  show  that  the  therapeutic  action  was  due  to  a  direct 
physiological  effect  of  the  active  substances  in  the  drag. 

Mr.  Grier,  replying,  said  he  thought  the  valerian  odour 
in  the  moist  hops  resulted  from  the  splitting  up  of  protein 
matter  in  the  hops  in  the  way  indicated  in  the  paper,  as 
the  odour  was  not  found  in  the  volatile  oil  of  hops.. 
Odour  and  taste  were  the  elements  that  gave  rise  to  the 
psychological  effects.  They  had  an  analogy  in  the  case 
of  perfumes.  In  the  case  of  lavender,  for  example,  they 
had  English  lavender  and  exotic  lavender,  the  first  being 
greatly  preferred. 

On  tlie  motion  of  the  'Chairman,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  the  authors  of  the  papers. 


Branch  Meetings 

Falkirk. — A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South-East  of 
Scotland  Brancli  was  held  at  Falkirk  on  March  27,  Mr. 
David  Harley  in  the  chair.  The  chairnian  referred  to 
the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  James  Ferrier,  Falkirk,  who 
took  a  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Branch.  The 
chairman  called  upon  Dr.  Tait  to  give  an  address  on 
The  Chemist  and  the  Public  Health:  His  Special  Train- 
ing and  Exomiriation.  Dr.  Tait  referred  briefly  to  the 
history  of  the  craft  and  to  the  function  of  the  doctor 
and  the  chemist.    The  ideal  practice  was  that  the  doctor 


should  prescribe  and  the  chemist  dispense.  He  noticed 
that  many  candidates  were  unfamiliar  with  the  use  of 
a  modern  type  of  balance.  A  candidate  had  asked  for 
a  second  set  of  weights  to  carry  out  his  examination 
tests.  He  considered  that  the  pharmaceutical  examina- 
tions were  the  fairest  he  had  ever  known,  and  that  candi- 
dates, if  they  had  a  reasonable  knowledge  of  their  work, 
should  have  no  fear  of  failure.  He  thought  the  practice 
of  having  a  "  shot  "  at  every  examination  was  a  mistake. 
The  question  of  working  up  to  the  last  minute  depended 
a  great  deal  on  the  type  of  student.  A  rapid  revision 
of  work  was  advisable.  Cramming  for  a  written  exami- 
nation, though  dangerous,  might  be  useful  to  some. 
Cramming  for  an  oral  one  was  no  use.  It  was  remarked 
by  examiners  that  candidates  sometimes  talked  rubbish 
for  the  first  few  minutes,  and  this  might  be  the  result 
of  overworking.  An  important  thing  was  to  come  up  to 
an  examination  as  physically  fit  as  possible.  A  discus- 
sion followed,  taken  part  in  by  Messrs.  Marshall  (Grange- 
mouth), Skinner  (Stirling),  Currie  (Leith),  Drummond 
(Falkirk),  Wilson  (Burntisland),  and  others,  and  ques- 
tions were  dealt  with  and  answered.  On  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Marshall  (Grangemouth),  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
awarded  to  Dr.  Tait  and  to  the  chairman. 

Glasgow. — Recently,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  South-Western  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  the  Glasgow  Pharmacy  Club  was 
held  at  165  Hill  Street,  when  an  address  on  The  Doctor 
and  Chemist  in  Relation  to  the  Health  of  the  People 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  Tait,  assistant  resident  secretary 
in  Scotland.  j\ir.  Harvey  P.  Arthur,  chairman  of  the 
Branch,  presided.  Dr.  Tait  gave  a  sketch  of  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  professions  of  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and 
showed  the  intimate  connection  that  existed  between 
them.  He  dealt  with  the  relationship  between  the 
chemist  and  the  doctor,  of  the  spirit  that  should  exist 
between  chemists  in  their  professional  relations,  advc/cat- 
ing  a  greater  esprit  de  corps.  In  closing,  he  touched  on 
the  relationship  of  the  chemist  to  the  public,  and  con- 
vincingiy  proved  the  necessity  for  chemists  to  do  nothing 
that  would  lessen  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  pre- 
scriber,  and  that  the  same  obligation  rested  on  the  doctor 
to  maintain  public  confidence  in  the  dispenser.  A  discus- 
sion followed,  taken  part  in  by  Messrs.  McVitae,  Guthrie, 
Robb,  Abbott,  Duff  and  Culbert.  On  the  call  of  the 
chairman  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Dr.  Tait. 


Associations'  Winter  Session 

Birmingham. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  held  at  the  Imperial  Hotel,  on 
March  20,  a  lantern  lecture  entitled  William.  Allen,  the 
First  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  :  his  Life 
and  Times  was  given  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps,  the  author 
of  "  Plough  Court  :  the  Story  of  a  Notable  Pharmacy." 
The  lecturer's  subject  proved  very  interesting,  and  in 
the  time  available  he  dealt  with  it  thoroughly.  Mr. 
E.  W.  Mann  i:)roposed  a  vote  of  thanks. 

London  (S.-W.). — ^A  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  on  March  13  in  Stevens'  Bijou  Hall,  S.W.4.  The 
chair  was  taken  by  the  president  (Mr.  D.  A.  Rees),  and 
the  hall  was  packed  to  its  full  capacity.

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Trade  Report 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
■  porters  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Business  in  the  produce  marli.ets  has  been  curtailed  in  all 
directions  under  the  holiday  influence,  and  there  are  few 
changes  to  report.  In  the  pbarmaceutioal  chemical  group  tlhe 
i-ecent  adrances  in  a  number  of  products  are  maintained, 
with  the  exception  of  foreign  aspirin,  the  price  of  which  has 
been  reduced  to  the  same  level  .as  home  makers.  A  further 
sharp  advance  has  occurred  in  meibhyl  sulpliional.  Phenazone 
and  amidopyrin  are  both  Ann,  and  may  probably  advance 
"further.  Bu.siness  in  drugs  has  barely  opened  since  the  holi- 
days. CodJiver  oil  and  senega,  remain  firm.  Canary  seed 
also  keeps  firm  and  still  advancing.  Dutch  caraway  is 
dearer  and  coriander  seed  is  much  cheaper.  Opium  is  firm, 
with  higher  prices  asked.  The  essential  oil  market  is  quiet 
and  the  general  abstinence  from  heavy  buying  has  caused 
prices  to  be  shaded  a  little.  Even  the  citrus  oils  which  are 
actu'ally  in  a  very  strong-  position,  are  being  cut  by  some 
'holders.  Japanese  dementhoLised  peppermint,  gingergnass 
(c.i.f.)  and  nutmeg  oils  are  easier,  while  rose  wood  is  Still 
lower  and  is  extremely  weak.  In  the  industrial  group^  of 
chemicals,  business  has  been  practically  suspended  during 
the  holidays.  Formalldeihyde  is  unsettled,  and  sodium 
acetate  is  inclined  to  weaken.  Cream  of  tartar  is  firm;  lead 
acetate  i<!  steady.  Among  the  fixed  oils  business  has  been 
quiet,  and  '.vith'the  exception  of  lower  prices  for  American 
turpentine  and  palm  oils  there  are  no  important  changes.

Even  in  face  of  the  heavy  production  figures  the  market 
firmed  up  during  last  week,  and  export  quotations  were  slig-htly 
increased.  The  main  reason  for  this  upward  movement  was 
the  commencement  of  buying  operations  on.  the  part  of 
speculators.  During  the  last  few  years  medicinal  cod-liver  oil 
has  been  subject  to  speculation  by  outsiders,  who  are  always 
watching  the  development  of  the  market.

An  American  contemporary  .sbatcs.  that  "  Uniformity  of  open 
qi;otationi9  made  by  Amei-ioan.  Dutch,  Swis.s,  or  Japanese 
producers— in  fact,  by  every  quinine  ntiaker  in  the  wotrld — is 
a-  unanimity  more  lapjiarciit  tluiu  real.  Rat.her  than  being  a 
selling  price,  it  ia  nmrr  pKip.-rly  to'  bo  calletl  a.  base  price.  ^ 
For  .sulphat'O,  it  is  40c.  per  oz.  There  .are  some  buyers  w  ho  ' 
pay  .it — small  ones.  Those  with  ilarge  contracts  ito  place  do 
not.  Whait  they  pay  depends  on  how  successful  the  buyers 
aro  at  negotiation.  Success  is  gauged  in  terms  o-f  discounts. 
Some  pay  40g.  per  oz.  net.  Others  get  one  per  cent,  clis- 
counit.  Ot.hers  are  successful  in  buying  ajt  5  to  10  per  cent, 
discount.  And  it  is  not  entirely  certain  that  ilhe  custom  of 
giving  upwards  of  15  per  cent,  tli.scdun.t  has  Iwen  enlireily 
abandoned..  The  methods  vary  by  which  buyers  arrive  at  a 
neti  ca.st  to  :thom ;  it  is  often  a  matter  of  book-keeping.

In  Sicily  a  clear  .distinction  is  usually  macle,  between 
le.mon  growers,  os.serjfii.al  oil  fafito.ries.  calcium  eiitrato  pro- 
ducers and  citric  acid  i>la"f«-  Sicilian  manufacturers  of 
citric  acid-  frequently  .proce&s  crude  -lemon  .iu.icc  purchased 
directly  from  the  "  trappeti  "  or  fruit,  piresses  and  extract, 
therefrom  fair  quantities  of  lalcohoL  If  the  man,ufacture  of 
calcium  citraite  wer.o  centralised  in  a  few  large  planifs  instead 
of  being,  a.s  it  is,  scattorod  among  ntunero^as  small  factories, 
iit  would'  "oe  possible  to  obtain  1-^-  laitires  of  alcohol  for  evei-y 
,six;  kilos,  of  calcium  citrate;  therefore,  out  of  an  average 
production  of  6,000  tons  of  citrate  it.  will  be  possible  to 
obtain  as  a  coprodiiat  15,000  "  ettanidriL"  or  15,000  heobo- 
litres  of  alcohol  95  per  cent.  pure.  Tliifi  last  obser\'ation 
sufEce-s  to  ililustra.to  the  advantages  tha't  would  accrue  from 
centrali-sation  of  the  industry.

Large  Doses  in  Prescriptions 

Sir, — The  reference  in  the  issue  of  the  C.  di  D.,  of 
Mai'ch  30  (p.  401),  to  the  necessity  for  prescribers  mark- 
ing their  intentions  clearly  on  prescriptions  containing 
doses  in  exc«ss  of  the  B.P.  margin  is  worth  emphasising. 
A  good  deal  of  uncertainty  and  trouble  would  thus  be 
avoided.  The  conclusion  of  "  Overdose,"  that  where 
there  is  no  conclusive  marking  the  B.P.  maximum  should 
be  substituted  is,  however,  to  be  received  with  caution. 
If  the  large  dose  indicated  on  a  prescription  is  merely  a 
slip  on  the  part  of  the  prescriber,  it  by  no  means 
follows  that  his  intentions  are  carried  out  by  dispensing 
a  maximum  dose.  In  all  probability  he  has  no  such 
intention,  and  the  dispenser's  deliberate  maximum  dose 
may  do  as  much  harm  as  the  prescriber's  unintentional 
overdose.  The  only  safe  rule  in  all  cases  of  this  sort 
is  to  "  consult  the  prescriber."  Only  thus  can  the  dis- 
penser be  sure  of  his  ground  and  avoid  trouble.

A  true  copy  of  the  original.  The  whimsical  joker  who 
got  it  suggested  to  the  anxious  parent  that  the  price 
would  be  a  little  more.  "  Oh,  that  won't  matter,"  said 
the  A.P. ;  "how  much?"  "  £4."  Interval  for 
recovery  for  collapsed  A.P.  Later,  the  chemist  explained 
that  it  was  the  law  of  the  land  that  prescriptions  must 
either  be  dispensed  exa<;tly  as  written,  or  returned  to 
the  prescriber,  but  as  he  thought  he  knew  what  was 
intended,  he  would  be  willing  to  use  his  expensive  and 
highly-trained  dispensing  knowledge  and  supply  the 
ingredients  for  the  sum  of  four  pence.  Anxious  parent 
was  relieved;  pharmacist's  till  was  amplified  by  4d.,  so 
everyone  concerned  was  satisfied — more  or  less.  The 
only  comment  the  pharmacist  made  to  me  was  that  they 
might  at  least  have  preserved  the  harmony  of  the  whole

Border-Line  Articles 

Sir, — Your  suggestion  that  a  separate  insurance  fund 
should  be  provided  for  those  articles  which  are  on  the 
border-line  between  foods  and  drugs  (C.  &  D.,  March  16, 
p.  331)  is  an  admirable  one,  and  would  seem  to  be  tho 
best  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  Such  items  could  be  pre- 
scribed on  a  differently  coloured  prescription  form,  as 
used  to  be  the  case  with  tuberculosis  scripts ;  they 
■would  then  be  recognisable  at  sight,  and  it  would  also 
afford  an  easy  method  for  the  pricing  bureau  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  amount  prescribed  by  individual  doctors. 
iWhen  we  read  that  over  £4,000,000  was  spent  on  dental. 


ophthalmic,  and  nursing  services,  against  the  £2,000,000 
received  by  chemists  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  ap))Ii- 
ances  and  their  services  as  well,  it  should  not  be  a  diffi- 
cult matter  to  allocate  the  comparatively  small  amount 
required  for  these  preparations  and  to  relieve  the  drug 
fund  of  the  charge,  besides  settling  the  difficulties  of  the 
pharmacist  about  what  he  can  or  cannot  supply.  Referring 
to  the  drug  fund,  it  is  very  nice  to  receive  a  bonus  of 
4  per  cent,  for  last  year,  but  it  is  put  in  this  way  because 
the  ^Ministry  insist  on  the  accounts  for  eacli  year  being 
closed  and  complete ;  in  reality,  we  are  level  for  1928 
and  still  8  per  cent,  down  on  the  payments  for  1927. 
However,  4  per  cent,  is  better  than  nothing,  and  it  is  a 
good  time  to  receive  it,  partly  because  it  was  unexpected 
and  also  because  it  will  help  us  to  swallow  whatever 
discounting  may  be  caused  by  the  present  epidemic  with 
a  better  grace.  Such  a  fund  as  you  suggest  might  be 
available  also  for  the  use  of  these  items  in  preventive 
medicine,  and,  if  used  judiciously,  could  go  a  long  way 
to  relieving  the  drug  fund  by  the  prevention  of  illness 
which  might  otherwise  cause  a  drain  on  it.  ]\Iany  com- 
plaints are  brought  on  by  insufficient  nourishment  or 
improper  feeding,  or  by  conditions  of  over-work  or  strain; 
and  the  recognition  of  an  incipient  breakdown  in  health 
might  lead  to  its  prevention  by  the  prescribing  of  some 
product  now  classed  as  a  food,  and  unobtainable  on  the 
panel.  The  best  illustration  of  the  difficulty  under  which 
we  labour  at  present  is  the  one  you  give  of  irradiated 
ergosterol ;  most  pharmacists  would  dispense  it  in  the 
form  of  tablets  without  hesitation,  and  would  probiibly 
be  equally  decided  not  to  do  so  if  prescribed  in  chocolate.

Heroin  Restrictions 

SiE, — This  heroin  position  points  to  a  good  deal  of 
lethargy  in  the  medical  ranks,  as  well  as  our  own.  Every 
phannacist  must  have  experienced  the  annoyance  of 
having  to  refuse  supplies,  with  very  little  to  say  in 
excuse.  With  memories  of  the  arctic  spell  in  February, 
and  the  lengthened  obituary  columns,  there  must  have 
heen  many  cases  of  deprivation  and  discomfort  as  the 
result  of  this  absurd  restriction.  A  victim  myself,  I 
wrote  to  Sir  William  Joynson-Hicks  on  the  matter;  the 
only  result  was  a  reminder  that  the  doctor  could  order 
the  script  to  be  repeated  twice  or  thrice.  In  my  own 
case  I  used  a  substitute,  which  so  far  represents  the 
difference  "  'twixt  tweedledum  and  tweedledee."  But 
why  should  pharmacists  always  take  this  kind  of  thing 
lying  down?

Are  Chemists'  Windows  so  Valueless? 

Sir,— I  heartily  agree  with  "  M.P.S.I."  {C.  <h  D., 
March  30,  p.  401).  It  is  surely  time  chemists  woke  up 
so  as  not  to  lend  their  profession  and  pharmacies  to  the 
gulling  of  the  public  for  a  mere  "  thirteen  to  the  dozen.". 
I  should  say  that  managing  director  referred  to  by 
"  M.P.S.I."  has  unconsciously  shown  us  the  neces,sity 
of  definitely  sweeping  away  these  patent-medicine 
window  shows,  if,  as  he  admits,  they  have  made  our 
windows  so  unattractive.  Most  of  them  are  but  a 
repetition  of  the  advertisements  in  the  daily  papers  and 
periodicals.  When  the  passing  eye  catches  a  familiar 
word  in  a  window  the  owner  does  not  need  to  stop  to 
read  about  it— he  has  already  well  digested  it  through 
his  daily  paper.  Hence  it  is  valueless,  except  to  catch 
another  victim.  He  may  be  worth  sixpence  to  the 
makers,  but  nil  to  the  proprietor,  I  say.  I  reckon  my 
windows  are  worth  as  many  pence  as  seconds,  but  they 
are  never  filled  with  patent-medicine  advertisements 
and  shows.  These  vendors  have  found  chemists  so 
obliging  and  pliable  in  the  past  that  their  demands  for 
time  and  space  in  windows  are  ever  increasing.  Their 
numbers  are  growing  weekly,  which  proves  tlie  success 
of  the  campaign,  and  that  at  such  a  moderate  outlay, 
trivial  compared  with  cost  of  press  and  hoardings  adver- 
tisements.

A.  H.  (IjZ)  writes  that  during  the  r«cent  spell  of 
cold  weather  a  few  cases  of  burns  have  resulted  from 
potassium  chlorate  tablets  being  carried  loose  in  the 
pocket  and  coming  into  contact  with  the  friction  sufface 
of  safety  mat<;h  boxes.  He  suggests  that  jDurchasers  of 
these  tablets  should  be  warned  that  they  should  never 
be  carried  loose  in  the  pockety  and  that  some  notice 
to  that  effect  should  be  attached  to  the  containers  in 
which  thev  are  sent  out. 


Legal  Queries 

Lichen  (3/84). — The  use  of  the  words  "  A  Preventa- 
tive of  Influenza  "  renders  the  preparation  liable  to 
medicine  stamp  duty. 

5  OB  (23/83). — Is  a  woman,  aged  thirty,  who  is  eligible 
to  vote,  entitled  to  disclaim  this  privilege  and  have  her 
name  omitted  from  the  list  of  voters?  If  not,  is  she 
obliged  to  exercise  her  right  to  vote?  [She  is 
not  entitled  to  have  her  name  removed  from  or 
kept  out  of  the  list  of  electors,  but,  if  she  chooses  to  do 
so,  she  may  abstain  from  voting.  ] 

C .  E.  C.  (25/83)  is  about  to  employ  a  woman  in  his 
business  during  the  afternoons  only,  for  which  she  will 
be  paid  30s.  weekly.  She  will  live  on  the  premises,  and 
for  the  rest  of  her  time  wUl  be  engaged  in  household 
duties.  Will  she  have  to  be  insured  under  the  National 
Health  and  the  Unemployment  schemes  ?  [She  will  have 
to  be  insured  under  both  schemes.] 

M.  M.  B.  (26/83)  was  persuaded  by  the  representative 
of  a  firm  to  buy  a  machine  on  the  hire-purchase  system 
upon  the  understanding  that  he  (the  representative) 
would  deduct  the  final  instalment  of  £4  from  the  account. 
"  M.  M.  B."  has  now  paid  all  the  instalments  except  the 
last,  for  which  he  has  received  a  demand,  as  the  arrange- 
ment entei"ed  into  by  th&  representative  is  repudiated  by 
the  firm.  Is  not  this  a  case  of  a  sale  by  misrepresentation? 
[If  the  arrangement,  referred  to  was  made  by  the  repre- ' 
sej3tative  without  the  knowledge  or  authority  of  his  prin- 
cipals., they  cannot  be  accused  of  misrepresentation,  and 
"  M.  M.  B.'s  "  only  remedy  is  against  the  representative 
personally.  If  he  can  establish  that  a  binding  contract 
for  the  remission  of  the  final  instalment  was  entered  into 
by  the  representative,  "  M.  M.  B."  may  be  able  to 
recover,  the  £4  from  him.] 

Diihvan  (7/3)  seeks  relief  in  re.=.pect  of  his  son,,  a 
whole-time  pharmaceutical  apprentice  and  student  of  a 
pharmaceutical  college.  The  inspector  of  taxes'  view, 
however,  is  that  the  son  is  not  receiving  full-time  instruc- 
tion within  the  meaning  of  Section  21  of  the  Finance 
Act,  1920.  The  point  "  Dubvan  "  raises  is,  "  What  is 
the  legal  definition  of  full-time  instruction?  [To  con- 
form with  the  int-erpretation  of  Section  21  of  the  Finance 
Act,  1920,  your  son  must  be  receiving  full-time  instruc- 
tion at  a  school,  university  or  other  educational  estab- 
lishment. It  seems,  however,  _  that  he  is  a  whole-time 
apprentice,  which  would  preclude  you,  as  his  father, 
from  seeking  relief  under  this  section.  The  wording  of 
the  section  is  very  definite  on  this  point,  but  if  the 
syllabus  of  the  examinations  is  studied,  it  will  be  found 
that  a  fixed  number  of  hours  in  open  shop  forms  part 
of  the  conditions  to  be  fulfilled.  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Educational  Number,  showing  these  conditions, 
should  be  put  before  the  inspector  or  the  commissioners, 
and  we  consider  that  this  will  prove  a  strong  point  as 
the  basis  for  obtaining  this  relief.]

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

The  "  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  April  15,  1879 

Liverpool  Registered  Chemists'  Association  Dinner 

After  the  loyal  toasts  had  been  duly  and  heantily 
honoured,  the  president,  Mr.  A.  Redforcl,  proposed  the 
toast  of  "  The  Regisjtered  Ohemist.s'  Association  of  Liver- 
pool." He  cila.imed  that  it  had  home  its  part  in  the 
•reform'aifcion  of  some  of  .the  blemLshes  of  the  trade,  such  as 
drordiniaite  hours  of  biLsiness  and  want  of  neighbourly  feel- 
ing, and  by  the  issue  of  a  price  list-,  tliat  might  now  bo 
found  in  a  great  part,  of  the  chemists'  shops  throughout  the 
country.  He  paid  a  well-deserved  tribute  to  the  services  of 
past  officers  of  tire  association,  and  coupled  _  with  the  toast 
ithe  names  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  R.  Parkinson,  and  the 
hon.  secretary,  Mr.  B.  Diokins.,  _  Tlie  foi-mer  .  .  expi-essed 
his  strong  desire  for  the  closing  of  chemists'  s-hoi>s  on 
Sunday,  as  public  requirements  regarding  medicines  were 
met  by  answering  the  door  bell.  ^  Mr.  J.  Fingland  proposed 
"  llie  Liverpooil  Chemists'  Association,"  wliich  was  acknow- 
Itdged  by  Mr.  T.  F.  Abraham  and  Mr.  E.  Davies,  F.C.S^ 
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COMMERCIAL  COMPENDIUM 
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[Commenced  C.  &  D.,  July  5,  1924] 

Quercitol. — Quercitol  or  acorn  sugar  is  a  five  hydroxyl 
derivative  of  hexahydrobenzene,  and  is  related  to  inositol 
or  muscle  sugar.  It  is  found  in  acorns  and 
in  the  leaves  of  Ghamaerops  humilis,  and  is  a  colour- 
less solid  which  melts  at  235°  and  is  dextro-rotatory, 
[a]  +  24.16°.  A  Isevo-rotat^jry  quercitol,  m.p.  174°,  [a] 
—  73.9°  has  been  found  in  the  leaves  of  Gymmma 
'sijlvestre.  These  are  members  of  the  group  of  inositols, 
natural  compounds,  which  are  hydroxy  derivatives  of 
hexahydrobenzene.    See  Phytin. 

Qusrcitron — This  name  is  given  to  the  bark  of  the  black 
oak,  Quercus  velutina,  Lamarck,  a  species  of  oak  tree 
found  in  North  America,  especially  in  the  forests  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Georgia  and  the  Carolinas,  the  bark  from  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  being  the  most  highly 
esteemed.  The  bark,  deprived  of  epidermis,  is  dried 
and  ground  between  millstones.  The  bark  is  now 
seldom  or  never  used  by  dyers,  but  the  colouring  matter 
of  the  bark  is  extracted  and  sold  under  the  name  of 
flavine.  The  yield  from  100  parts  of  quercitron  bark 
should  be  85  parts  of  flavine  with  a  dyeing  power  equal 
to  250  parts  of  the  bark.  The  bark  gives  a  fine  yellow 
to  woollen  goods,  but  the  colour  reddens  by  exposure, 
and  its  use  is  on  the  decline.  The  bark  resembles  that 
of  the  common  oak,  Quercus  Bohur,  Linn.,  but  the 
suberous  layer,  which  is  generally  removed,  is  of  a 
blackish  brown  colour,  the  inner  bark  is  of  a  deep 
reddish  brown  colour  with  a  yellowish  tint.  Like  oak 
bark,  it  is  usually  kept  in  a  coarse  powder,  and  its 
value  depends  on  the  fineness  of  the  powder,  as  the 
woody  portions  contain  less  colouring  matter.  When 
masticated  it  tinges  the  saliva  bright  brown  yellow, 
due  to  the  presence  of  quercitrin,  which  "has  been  found 
in  many  plants.  Quercitrin  is  deposited  on  cooling  from 
a  decoction  of  the  bark,  and  forms,  when  pure,  a 
crystalline,  nearly  tasteless  and  inodorous  powder.  It 
is  sparingly  soluble  in  hot  and  nearly  insoluble  in  cold 
water.  It  -dissolves  in  about  five  parts  of  alcohol  and 
slightly  in  ether.  It  is  coloured  dark  green  by  ferric 
chloride,  also  when  dissolved  in  alkalies,  but  "becomes 
dark  brown  on  exposure.  Its  formula  is  CjjHjnOi,. 
Treated  with  acids  it  splits  up  into  the  crystalline 
unfermentable  sugar  isoducite,  G^'B.^fi^,  and  into  quer- 
cetin,  C2jH,30,2,  which  is  also  yellow  and  crystalline, 
and  is  found  already  formed  in  many  plants. 

Queues  de  Cerise,  cherry  stalks,  are  used  as  a  dia- 
phoretic tea,  usually  1  in  10,  in  France. 

Quevenne's  Iron  is  ferrum  redactum,  finely  powdered 
iron  containing  80-90  per  cent,  metallic  iron,  prepared  by 
reducing  ferric  hydroxide  with  hydrogen. 

Quicklime  or  calcium  oxide,  CaO,  is  prepared  by 
heating  calcium  carbonate  or  limestone.  This  may  be 
done  in  a  kiln  into  which  the  limestone  and  fuel  is  fed 
alternately,  and  the  burnt  or  quicklime  raked  out  and 
its  place  supplied  by  a  fresh  layer  of  limestone  and  fuel. 
This  is  an  example  of  the  continuous  or  draw  kiln  which 
may  be  vertical  or  rotary.  The  latter  may  be  worked  at 
lower  temperatures,  but  cannot  be  used  if  the  lime  is 
required  in  large  lumps.  In  the  intermittent  kiln  the 
limestone  is  supported  on  an  arch  built  with  large  lumps 
of  the  stone  above  the  fire  which  is  kept  burning  for 
about  seventy  hours.  Lime  is  sold  in  lumps  having 
roughly  the  form  of  the  original  broken  limestone, 
'greyish-white  in  colour,  porous,  oi"  s.g.  3.3,  which,  how- 
ever, varies  with  the  nature  of  the  limestone  and  the 
temperature  of  burning.    The  usual  test  of  the  quality 


of  commercial  lime  consists  in  sprinkling  it  with  water, 
with  which  it  should  combine  with  evolution  of  heat, 
swelling  to  about  two  and  a-half  times  its  bulk,  and 
crumbling  to  a  white  powder  of  calcium  hydroxide, 
slaked  lime.  Lime  which  behaves  like  this  is  termed 
fat  lime.  If  it  slakes  feebly  it  is  termed  poor  lime,  and 
is  known  to  contain  a  considerable  proportion  of  foreign 
substances  as  silica,  alumina,  magnesia.  Lime  is  said 
to  be  overburnt  when  it  contains  hard  cinder-like  masses 
of  silicate  of  lime,  formed  by  the  combination  of  the 
silica,  which  is  generally  found  in  limestone,  with  a 
portion  of  the  lime  under  the  influence  of  excessive 
heat  of  the  kiln.  Air-slaked  lime  is  lime  that  has  been 
slaked  by  simple  exposure  to  air,  and  has  absorbed  carbon 
dioxide  as  well  as  water.  A  good  quality  lime  should 
contain  99  per  cent,  of  CaO  with  only  traces  of  silica, 
magnesia,  alumina,  iron. 

Quietol  is  the  trade  name  for  dimethylamino-dimethyl 
ISO— valeryl  propyl  ester  hydrobromide. 

Quillaia. — This  is  the  bark  of  a  large  tree,  QuiUaia 
saponaria,  Molina  (N.O.  Bosacea),  indigenous  to  Chile 
and  Peru.  The  barK  is  called  "  cuUaiy  "  by  the  natives. 
It  was  known  to  Europeans  in  the  early  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  and  was  regularly  sent  to  France  in 
1857  under  the  name  of  Bois  de  Panama,  indicating  the 
route  by  which  it  comes.  The  bark  appears  in  commerce 
now  in  large  flat  pieces  up  to  about  one  metre  in  length, 
10  to  15  cm.  broad,  and  about  six  mm.  thick.  It  is  freed 
from  the  outer  dark  brown  portion  before  drying,  but  is 
longitudinally  streaked,  and  shows  patches  of  the  brown 
outer  layer  where  it  has  been  imperfectly  removed.  The 
inner  surface  is  white  or  yellowish-white  and  smooth. 
The  fracture  is  coarse  and  splintery,  and  the  bark  has 
an  evidently  laminate  structure.  The  surfaces  of  the 
laminae  are  more  or  less  glittering  with  minute  prismatic 
crystals  of  oxalate  of  calcium.  The  powdered  bark  is 
exceedingly  irritating  to  the  nostrils.  The  transverse 
section  has  a  somewhat  chequered  appearance,  due  to 
tangential  bands  of  bast  parenchyma  being  crossed  by 
radial  lines  of  medullary  rays,  the  bast  fibres  forming  the 
dark  portions  between.  The  chief  use  of  the  bark  is 
as  a  substitute  for  soap  in  washing  silk  and  other 
delicate  textiles,  and  in  making  frothing  solutions.  Com- 
paratively little  is  used  medicinally  as  a  stimulating  ex- 
pectorant in  bronchitis,  due,  apparently,  to  a  reflex  action 
on  the  nei'ves  of  the  stomach,  and  as  a  remedy  in 
dyspnoea.  A  second  variety  of  quillaia  bark  appeared  in 
British  commerce  in  1906.  It  is  thinner  and  more  brittle, 
has  a  distinctly  reticulated  outer  brownish  surface,  with 
a  coarse  network  of  whitish  lines,  and  contains  less 
quillaia.  (See  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  1910,  p.  69.) 
This  has  been  referred  to  a  different  species,  possibly  Q. 
Poppigii,  Walp.  A  third  variety  has  also  been  imported 
in  quilled  pieces,  about  15  cm.  long,  and  2.5  cm.  wide, 
and  about  3  m.m.  thick,  and  it  is  softer  and  not 
laminated.  It  is  supposed  to  be  the  bark  of  QuiUaia 
smegrnadermos,  De  Candolle.  The  chief  constituents  of 
the  bark  are  two  toxic  glucosides,  quillaie  and 
quillaia-sapotoxin.  Both  possess  the  frothing  property 
characteristic  of  saponin.  Commercial  saponin  is  chiefly 
obtained  from  quillaia  bark,  and  is  _  usually  a  mixture 
of  nuillaic  acid  and  quillaia-sapotoxin,  and  frequently 
also  contains  a  non-toxic  modification  of  quillaie  acid 
produced  by  hydrolysis,  during  the  preparation  of 
saponin. 

Quillaie  Acid. — Quillaie  acid,  C,<,H3„0i,  is  the  acid 
glucoside  obtained  from  the  bark  of  Quillaia  saponaria, 
and  is  a  constituent  of  commercial  saponin.  The  pure 
glucoside  is  non-poisonous,  and  forms  white  flakes,  which 
become  red  on  treatment  with  strong  sulphuric  acid. 

Quinalgene,  or  analgen,  is  o-ethoxy-monobenzoyl-amido- 
quinoline,  CjaHj^N^Oj,  and  occurs  in  colourless  crystals, 
insoluble  in  water,  m.p.  208°  C.  The  name  analgen  was 
first  given  to  'he  acetyl  derivative,  but  it  was  found  that 
the  benzoyl  radical  gave  a  more  desirable  product,  and 
this  is  now  made  and  the  name  analgen  applied  to  it. 
It  is  antipyretic,  analgesic  and  antimalarial  in  doses  of 
0.5  to  1  gm. 

Quinaphthol  is  the  trade  name  for  quinine  /9-naphthol- 
sulphonate. 
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Quinaseptol,  diaphtliol,  o-<oxyquinoline-jnetasivlplionic 
acid,  C'^HjN.OH.SOjH,  occurs  in  yellow-white  crystals, 
m-.p.  296°  C.  It  is  a  non-toxic  substance  and  was  intro- 
duced as  a  urinary  disinfectant. 

Quinazoiine,  or  phenol- »i-diazine,  is  prepared  by  treating 
a  .  cooled  alcoholic  solution  of  o-f ormylamino-benzylamine 
with  zinc  and  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  precipitating  the 
zinc  chloride  double  salt,  converting  this  into  the  chromate 
and  decomposing  this  with  aqueous  potassium  hydroxide. 
The  3:  4 — dihydro-quinazoline  is  oxidised  to  quinazoiine  by 
treatment  with  an  alkaline  solution  of  potassium  f'erri- 
cyanide.  Quinazoiine  forms  yellow  crystals  smelling  like 
naphthalene,  m.p.  48— 48.5°  "  b. p.  243°.  Alkyl-quinazo- 
linium  salts  with  methyl  and  ethyl  halides  have  been  used 
to  lower  blood  pressure. 

Quinetum  is  the  name  applied  to  the  mixture  of 
amorphous  bases  'of  cinchona  bark,  the  crystallisable 
alkaloids  having  been  previoTisly  removed. 

Quinia  Flower. — The  root  of  Sabhatia  eUiodii ;  used  as 
a  tonic  and  anti-periodic. 

Quinic  Acid  and  Quinates.^Quinic  agid,  hexahydrotetra- 
oxybenzoic  acid,  C^H^Xy^.  was  isolated  by  Hofmann 
in  1790  from  the  calcium  quinate.  It  exists 
in  combination  in  a  number  of  plants.  Quinates 
cannot  be  ^prepared  immediately  from  the  haxk  in  a  pure 
state,  and  quinic  acid  is  separated  as  f  ollows  :  Calcium 
quinate,  the  residue  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of 
quinine  sulijliate,  is  decomposed  in  aqueous  solution  by 
oxalic  acid,  the  calcium  oxalate  is  filtered  off,  and  the 
filtrate  evaporated  until  cryetallisatioii  takes  place;,  or, 
an  infusion  of  cinchona  bark  is  evaporated-  until  a  solid 
residue  is  left,  the  extract  is  then  treated  with  alcohol, 
which  removes  the  mucilage  and  leaves  the  calcium 
quinate,  which  is  rather  insoluble.  The  calcium  quinate 
is  dissolved  in  water  and  ciystallised.  The  crystals  are 
purified  by  recryistallisation  and  the  pure  salt  dissolved 
in  water  and  decomposed  with  oxalic  acid.  The  quinic 
acid  may  be  obtained  as  crystals  or  as  a  thick  syrupy 
liquid.  The  crystals  are  transparent,  colourless,  witii  a 
sour  taste,  soluble  in  two  parts  of  water,  insoluble  in 
ether,  and  sparingly  soluble  in  alcohol.  Quinic  acid  or 
a  quinate  heated  with  manganese  dioxi,de  and  sulphuric 
acid  yield  kinone  or  quinone,  OgH^O,,  in  yellow 
crystals.  This  reaction  serves  to  identify  quinic  acid. 
Cinchonine  quinate  is  soluble  in  water  and  alcohol,  and 
has  a  bitter  astringent  taste.  Qvinine  quinate  is,  soluble 
irr  water  and -alcohol,  has  a  bitter  taste,  and  crystaliise.s 
in  opaque  or  semi-txansparent  groups.  Esters  of  quinic 
acid  and  compounds  with  synthetic  bases  have  been 
introduced 

Quinoa.— The  seeds  of  ChenoporJium  quinoa,  Willd. 
IST.O.  Chenopodiacese,  cultivated  in  S.  Peru  and  S.  Chili. 
They  are  about  the  size  of  white  mustard  seeds,  but 
flatter,  and  give  a  flour  resembling  oatmeal.  About  40 
per  cent;  of  the  seeds  is  starch,  sugar  5  per  cent.,  casein 
74  per  cent. ,  protein  compounds  11  per  cent.  Another 
variety,  red  quinoa,  contains  a  bitter  principle  in  the 
husk  and  is  used  as  an  emetic  and  antiperiodic. 

QuinofiOrm,  or  chinoform,  is  a  neutral  quinine  formate 
prepared  by  the  action  of  formic  acid  on  quinine.  It 
forms  Icevorotatory  crystals,  m.p.  132°,  containing  about 
88  per  cent,  of  quinine,  the  solubility  vai-ying  with  condi- 
tions of  manufacture.  The  compound  is  suitable  for 
hypodermic  injections. 

Quinoidine — This  term  was  formerly  applied  to  all  the 
amorphous  alkaloids  existing  naturally  in  cinchona  bark, 
but  is  now  used  to  define  a  complex  substance  consisting 
largely  of  alkaloidal  products  resulting  from  the  applica- 
tion of  heat.  In  the  preparation  of  quinine  sulphate, 
after  the  crystallisation  of  the  salt,  on  evaporation  of 
the  mother  liquor,  a  dark-coloured  extract  is  obtained 
and  was  .supposed  to  contain  a  new  alkaloid  to  which 
Sertiirner  gave  the  name  quinoidine  or  chiuoidine.  It  was 
subsequently  proved  that  quinoidine  consisted  of  two 
alkaloids,  derivatives  of  quinine  and  cinchonine,  with  which 
they  are  respectively  isomeric,   tlrough  un crystallisable. 


These  have  been/tiamed  quinicine  and  cinchonicine.  The 
pure  amorphous  quinine  of  Liebig  was-  the  former  of  these 
alkaloids.  Quinoidine  has  been  termed  amorphous  quinine, 
and -is- used  as  an  antiperiodic,  though  inferior -to  -other 
fiuchona  alkaloids.  '    '     ,  . 

Qtfinol. — See  HydioquiTione. 

Quinoiine. — Quinoline,  leucoline  (C,jHfN/y,"was  isolated- 
from  coal-tar  oil  of  high  boiling  point  by  Runge.  Subse- 
quently it  was  prepared  by  distilling  quinine,  cinchonine, 
or  strychnine  with  caustic  potash.  The  ])roduct  from  both 
sources  is  not  pure,  but  is  a  mixture  oi"'  quinoline  with 
some  of  its  homologues.  The  pure  base  has  -been  obtained 
by  distilling  cinchonie  acid  with  lime  or  cinchonine  with  a 
mixture  of  caustic  potash  and  copper  oxide-,  or  by  heating- 
a  -.mixture  of  aniline,  glycerol  and-  sulphuri-c  acid  with 
oxidising^  agents  siich  as  Jiitrobenzene.  -  Tliis -mixture  is 
boiled  in  a  reflux,  unchanged  nitTObenzene  removed  by  a  - 
current  of  air,  the  product  rendered  alkaline  with 
caustic  soda  and  -the  quinoline  obtained  by  distillation 
with  steam.  The  crude  quinoline  is  ireed- from  unchanged 
aniline  by  fractionation  and  further  purified  by  oxidation 
with  dichromate  mixture,  or  by  treatment  with  nitrite 
arid  acid  followed  by  steam  distillation  from  alkaline  solu- 
tion. Quinoline  is  a  colourless  oily  liquid,  b.p.  237.1°, 
with  a  penetrating  odour  and  bitter,  acrid  taste,  sparingly 
soluble  in  water  but  dissolved  by  organic  solvents. 
Quinoline  derivatives  are  employed  as  dyestuifs  and  as 
antipyretics  and  antiseptics. 

Quinones  are  substances  derived  from  aromatic  hydro- 
carbons by  replacement  of  two  hydrogen  by  two  oxygen 
atoms.,  The  earliest  known  member  of  the  series,  para- 
benzoquinone  (or  quinone).,  -was  obtained  by  the  oxidation 
of  various  substituted  benzenes.  For  a  classification  of 
the  quinones  a  cliemical  encyclopsedia  should  be  consulted. 

Quinopyrin  is  tlie  trade  name  for  a  mixture  of  antipyrin 
and  quinine  hydrochloride,  used  in  treatment  of  malaria 
by  subcutaneous  injection. 

Quinovin,  C3„H520|,,  was  first  found  in  false  bark  or  new 
bark,  and  has  since  been  found  in  Calisaya 
bark.  It  is  a  white  substance,  insoluble  in  water 
but  soluble  in  alcohol  and  ether.  Two  modifications 
exist,  a-quinovin  and  /J-quinovin,  the  former  in  cinchona 
and  the  latter  in  Cuprea  bark  and  in  Bemijia  species. 
o-quino\'in  accomp.inies  the  cincliona  alkaloids  and  is 
obtained  from  the  new  bark,  which  after  extraction  with 
water  is  boiled  with  milk  of  lime.  The  glucoside  is  pre- 
cipitated on  the  addition  of  hydrochloric  acid  and  when 
pure  forms  a.  colourless  crystalline  powder,  [a] -4-59.1°. 
/3-quinovin  crystallises  in  plates,  m.p.  235°  [fl]-t-27.9°. 

Quire.- — (1)  Originally  a  set  of  four  sheets  doubled  so 
as  to  form  eight  leaves;  hence,  any  series  of  leaves,  one 
within  the  other,  in  a  book  or  manuscript.  (2)  Twenty- 
four  sheets  of  various  types  of  paper. 

Quisqualis  Indica^  Linn.  (N.O.  Comlretacea).  This 
plant  was  included  as  a  non-official  drug  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia of  India,  1868,  It  is  a  climbing  shrub, 
occurring  in  Burma,  Malaya,  and  cultivated  in  Indian 
gardens  under  the  name  of  the  "  Rajigoon  creeper. " 
The  fruits  are  sharply  pentagonal,  about  an  inch  long, 
and  oval  or  oblong,  but  pointed  a.t  both  ends.  The 
pericarp  is  woody  but  fragile,  and  of  a  deep  mahogany 
colour,  and  encloses  an  oily  seed.  In  1833  the  seeds 
were  brought  into  notice  by  Dr.  Oxley  and  Mr.  Gordon, 
of  Singapore  ("  Calcutta  Med.  Phys.  Trans.,"  Vol.  VII, 
p.  488).  on  account  of  their  reputation  in  the  Moluccas 
as.  an  anthelmintic.  Four  or  five  of  the  seeds  bruised 
and  given  in  an  electuary  form  with  honey  or  jam, 
suffice  for  the  expulsion  of  entozoa  in  -children.  In 
Mauritius  it  is  called  Liane  vermifuge.  Bouton. 
"  Medi  PI.  of  Mauritius,"  p.  501,  says  that  the  seeds 
should  not  be  given  more  than  four  or  five  in  number, 
as  in  some  constitutions  they  are  -  apt  to  cause  spasms 
and  other  ill-effects. '  But-  in  view  of  the  liigh  price  of 
santonin,  these  seeds  seem  ,wortliy'  of  investigation  as 
to  their  active  principle,  .is  the  efficacy  of  the  seeds 
in  the  expulsion  of  lumbric  and  other  intestinal  worms 
seems  to  be  well  established.
